The COUNTY of DIEPHOLT. 

& © HIS county lies ſouth of Delmenhorſt, 
| between Hoya on the eaſt, and Oſnabrug 
on the weſt, It is about twelve miles in 

length, and five in breadth, conſiſting moſtly of 
moors and heath, with a little arable- land, 
For fuel the inhabitants make uſe of turf, The 
lake, called Dummerſee, abounds with fiſh and 
wild ducks. In the county are four boroughs, 
and about one thouſand nine hundred fire-places. 
The inhabitants make a coarſe linen, and alſo a 
coarſe kind of woollen, in which, and black cat- 
tle, they have ſome traffic. Their religion is 
Lutheraniſm. In the matricula, the king of 


. Great-Britain is taxed for this county at one horſe - 


and four foot, or twenty-eight florins, monthly ; 
but in reſpe& of the chamber-judicatory, it is in- 
. : oo el cluded 
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cluded in the ſum paid for the whole electorate. 
It has ſeat and voice in the college of the Weſt- 
phalian counts of the empire, and at the diets of 
the circle. The taxes are much the ſame as in the 
county of Hoya, except that it pays no magazine- 
corn money. The diſtricts of Auburg and Wa- 
genfeld, in this county, are poſſeſſed, at preſent, 
by the landgrave of Heſſe-Caſſel ; but his right to 
them is diſputed by the king of Great-Britain. 
Deepholt, from which the county takes its 


name, and the only 2 in it worth mentioning, 


is a large borough, ſituated on the Hunte. 


The COUNTY of SPIEGELBERG. 
This ſmall county makes a part of the * 
e- 


lity of Calenberg; but the prince of Orange, 


reditary ſtadtholder of the United Provinces, holds 
it of the elector of Hanover, as ſuperior. Both 
the civil and eccleſiaſtical judicatories are.ſubordi- 
nate to thoſe of Brunſwic-Lunenburg. The coun- - 
ty alſo contributes its quota towards the mainte- 
nance of the troops of Brunſwic-Lunenburg., The 
elector, as ſuperior of the county, has a ſeat and 
voice in the college of the Weſtphalian counts of 
the empire, and alſo at the diets of the circle. Its 
quota of the imperial and circle taxes is included 
in that of Calenberg. . wi 
Spiegelberg, from which the county takes its 
name, and the only place in it worth notice, is

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The COUNTY RIET BERG, or 
7 RITT BERG.

This county is bounded to the ſouth by the 
county of Lippe, to the north by that of Ravenſ- 
berg, to the eaſt by the biſhopric of Paderborn, 
and to the weſt by that of Oſnabrug. Its greateſt 
length is about ſeventeen miles, and breadth about 
ſix. The ſoil, for the moſt part, conſiſts of heath. 
Count Kaunitz-Rietberg, who is proprietor of 
the county, holding it as a fief of Heſſe, enjoys 
both ſeat and voice in the Weſtphalian college of 
the counts of the empire, and alſo at the diets of 
the circle. His aſſeſſment to the empire is ſix. 
horſe, or ſeventy - two florins, monthly, in lieu of 
them; and to the chamber-court he pays, each 
term, ſeventy rix- dollars, forty-nine kruitzers. 
Rietberg, from which the county takes its 
name, is a ſmall town on the Ems, near which, 
on the ſame river, is the caſtle of Eden. 


The COUNTY of PYRMONT. 


This county is bounded to the north and eaſt by 
the Hanoyerian diſtrict of Erzen, to the ſouth and 
weſt by the Wolfenbuttel diſtrict of Ottenſtein, 
a part of Hanover, the county of Lippe, and the 
biſhopric of Paderborn. It is about twelve miles 
both in length and breadth, and conſiſts moſtly of 
a beautiful valley, ſurrounded by high green hills, 
in which is a ſalt- work, the celebrated mine- 
ral ſprings, and ſteel waters. On one of the high- 
eſt of the hills are to be ſeen the ruins of Hermans, 

or Harmin's burg, a fort, which took its name 
from the antient German general Arminius. The 
inhabitants of this county are Lutherans, and have 
a ſuperintendent at the new town of Pyrmont. By

a ſtipulation with the biſhopric of Paderborn, in 
1668, it was agreed, that in caſe the male-ſtock 
of the houſe of Waldeck, to whom this county 
belongs, ſhould become extinct, the biſhop 
ſhould ſucceed, on . — of twenty thouſand 
rix- dollars, to the daughters of Waldeck. At 
the ſame time the ſeigniory of Lugde, or Lude, 
was ceded to the biſhopric. This county entitles 
its lord to a feat and voice, in the college of counts, 
at the diets of the empire, and circle, In the ma- 
tricula he is aſſeſſed at fourteen, floxrins, and to the 
chamber- court, at ſeventeen rix-dollars, ſixty- 
ſeven kryitzers, each term.

a pit, reſembling the grotto del Cane near Na- 
; 8 over which, in 1720, a ſtone vault was 
uilt. But that for which it is moſt famous are 
its mineral- waters, iſſuing from ſeveral ſprings in 
the neighbourhood; That chiefly. uſed for dfink- 
ing has a houſe built over it. Another, called in 
German the Brodelbrun, or the Bubbling-ſpring, 
from the noiſe it makes, has hitherto been uſed only 
for bathing, There is a great reſort to theſe chaly- 
beate waters, which are even preferred to thoſe of 
the Spaw, and exported in large quantities from 
Bremen, whither they are ſent by che Weſer, be- 
ſides what is carried over land, and drank at the 
fountain- head.

Its trade, which 
18 derable, efpecially in Rhenifh wine, is 
chiefly in the hands of the proteſtants, and carried 
on by the Rhine. The ſhips, wherewith they trade 
to the Netherlands, are of a-particular form, and 
confiderable hurthen.

He 
ſays alſo, that there are as many churches and cha- 
pels in it 2s days in the year, that there are very 
few families of quality, that the vulgar ate ex- 
ttemely clowniſh, |: and that the noblemen of the 
chapter ſtay no longer in town than their duty 
obliges them. Mr. Wright, in his Travels, ſays, 
that the women go veiled and that theibeſt gene- 
va, or gin, is that diſtilled: here from the berries of 
niper-trees, which grow in great numbers in the 
neighbourhood. As a free imperial city, it has'a 
ſeat and voice at the diets of the empite and circle.

The IMPERTAL cITY of Kix. 
2 L A- CHAPELLE. 


This city, Called: in Latin 8 . 
quæ, or Urbs Aquenſis ; by the Germans Aachen, 
Achen, and Aach; by the French Aix-la-Cha- 
pelle, ſtands fifteen miles north-eaſt of Limbourg, 
thirteen ſouth · weſt of Juliers, twenty-eight caſt of 
Maeſtricht, twenty ſix eaſt of Liege, twenty-eight 
. ſouth-weſt of Cologne, and about twenty north- 
| eaſt of the Spaw. Its German and Latin names 
are probably derived from its warm baths; for 
W it was famous even in the time of the Ro 
Vol. V. 1 mans. 
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mans. That of Aquiſgranum is ſuppoſed to be 
derived from Serenius Granus, lieutenant- general 
of Gallia Belgica, who having diſcovered the ſprings 
here in 53, built baths after the Roman faſhion, 
and a palace near them; but the city having been 
. deſtroyed by the Huns, lay in ruins, till it was re- 
built by Charlemagne, who made it the ſeat of his 
.empire -on this. ſide the Alps, building a palace, 
. repairing the baths, and ordaining, that the future 
kings of the Romans ſhould be crowned here with 
an iron crown, at Milan with one of ſilver, and at 
Rome with one of gold; which, tho? obſerved for a 
while, hath been long ſince diſuſed. _ This city, 
however, is ee, the principal of the impe- 
rial cities, and is the place where the emperor 
ought to be crowned, and alſo where he ought 
- to reſide. Accordingly it calls itſelf, and by the 
Roman emperors and kings, is called, the Royal 
Chair, i. e, the throne, or reſidence, and free city 


of the Holy Roman Empire, having the keeping, 


and that properly, in the church of St. Mary, 
founded by Charlemagne, of a part of the jewels 


of the empire, which are commonly uſed at the 


coronation of a Roman king, or emperor, namely, 
of Charlemagne's ſword, a book of the Goſpels, 
and a golden caſket ſet with precious ſtones, where- 
in is kept ſome of the earth, on which the blood 
of St. Stephen dropt at his martyrdom. Here, in 
1668, was concluded that famous treaty between 
France and Spain, and another very lately between 
France and Great- Britain. Many councils were 
held at this place in the time of Charlemagne and 
- Lewis the Pious. The greateſt part of the inha- 
bitants are Roman catholics; hut there are alſo 
many proteſtants,. both Lutherans and Calviniſts, 
Who are obliged to go to church to Vaels, about 
two miles off, in that part of the duchy of Lim- 
burg which is ſubject to the Dutch. The circuit 


1 
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of the whole city is about a league and a half, and 


that called the inner, or little town, about three quar- 
ters. The town houſe is one of the fineſt in Germany, 
being adorned with the ſtatues of all the emperors 
ſince Charlemagne, and with curious hiſtory- paint- 
ings. In the city are about twenty religious orders, 
.whoſe houſes take up almoſt one-third of that called 
the Little Town. Every regent Romanemperor'isa 
ſworn canon of St. Mary's church, or the cathedral, 
according to the example and appointment of 
Charlemagne; and as by the Golden Bull the co- 
ronation of the emperors is ordained to be here, 
whenever they are crowned at Franckfort, as they 
have been ever ſince Maximilian I. they proteſt it 
ſhalt be without prejudice to the privileges of this 
city. The cathedral is a large old faſhioned Gothic 
pile, which was conſecrated by Leo III. in preſence 
of Charlemagne, and three hundred and fixty-five 
biſhops. Under the altar of the choir lies the 
body of Charlemagne, with a white marble 
tomb ſtone over it. The chief rarities and relics 
in this church are, 1ſt, The gown or ſhift worn by 
the Virgin Mary at the birth of our Saviour. 2d, 
A coarſe linen cloth, pretended to have been girt 
about our Saviour on the croſs. 3d; A piece of 
the cord he was bound with. 4th, Some of the 
blood of the proto-martyr St. Stephen, richly in- 
chaſed in gold and precious ſtones, on which the 
emperors are ſworn at their inauguration. 5th, A 
picture of the Virgin Mary, with our Saviour in her 
arms, emboſſed on a jaſper, about two inches 
broad, and pretended to be the work of St. Luke. 
6th, A manuſcript copy of the Goſpels, in golden 
letters, in a cover of ſilver gilt. Beſides theſe, here is 
a number: of other curioſities, which we have not 
room to patticularize. I here are a great many mineral 
ſprings, both hot and cold, in and about the city, much 
frequented by the Englith, and moſt other Eu- 
WER”. | LC 2 ropean 
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ropean nations, and uſed, ſome for bathing, and 
others for drinking, The virtues of the waters are 
much the ſame as thoſe of Bath in Somerſet- 
ſhire; but the water of ſome of them is a great 
deal hotter. They are impregnated with ſulphur, 
ſalt, nitre, ſaltpetre, and alum, and give relief in a 
great variety of maladies. They are unpleaſant to 
the taſte at firſt, and moſt of them have an offen- 
five ſmell. The firſt ſeaſon for them begins about 
the middle of May, and the ſecond about the mid- 
dle of Auguſt, and each continues about ſix weeks. 
The baths are, in general, neat and commodious, 
the accommodations and proviſions good and 
reaſonable, and there is a great variety of the beſt 
company. The; city has tor its protectors, the 
emperor, and the elector Palatine, as duke of Ju- 
liers. Its manufactures are thoſe of copper and 
braſs, wares, and of cloth. Round the city lies a 
diſtrict, which is under its juriſdiction, and is beau- 
tifully diverſified with mountains, woods, and 
vineyards. At a little diſtance from it is the free 
imperial foundation of Bortſchied, of the Ciſtercian 
order, whoſe abbeſs has a ſeat and voice at the 
diet of the empire. The abbey, with its ſeigniory, 
are under the protection of the city of Aix-las 

' Chapelle, the former ſtanding at the charming vil. 
lage of Bortchied, or Portchied, in which are like 
wiſe many hot ſprings and baths, "Theſe have no 
diſagreeable ſmell, and are not only bathed in, but 
drank. The reliques in the great minſter-church 
in the city, are ſhewn only at the jubilee, once in 
ſeven years, or at the requeſt of ſome great perſon · 
age, when they are taken out, and put in, in the 
pteſence of the whole ſenate and chapter. The 
windows of this church are curiouſly gilt, and 
its pavement is of chequered marble. It contains 
alſo an immenſe treaſure of veſſels of gold and 
ſilver gilt, copes embroidered with pearl, and 
2 f 2 es other 
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other rich veſtments, The four firlt reliques men- 
tioned above are kept in a cheſt of ſilver and gold, 


curiouſly engraved. At the entrance of the choir 
is a pulpit covered with plates of gold and filver, 


and adorned with precious ſtones. The altar alſo 


of the choir is covered with plates of gold, repre- 
ſenting our Saviour's paſſion z and in the upper 
part of the church is a throne, or chair, of white 
marble, ſuppoſed to have been placed there by the 
emperor Charlemagne, in which the emperors 
uſed to ſit, when they were conſecrated, and re- 
ceived the homage of the electors and chapter. 
Aix la-Chapelle, being an imperial free city, has a 
ſeat and voice at the diets of the empire, and 
circle, Its aſſeſſment in the matricula is only one 
hundred florins; and its quota towards the mainte- 
nance of the chamber-court, one hundred and fiſty- 
five rix-dollars, 4 Kruitzers, each term. 


IMPERIAL. CITY of DORTMUND. 


This city, in Latin Tremonia, lies in the coun- 
ty of the Mark, thirty - four miles ſouth of Munſter, 
and is pretty large, but not very well built. It is 
an imperial city, and, as ſuch, enjoys both ſeat and 
voice at the diets of the cirole, and allo at thoſe of 
the empire, on the Rheniſn bench of the col- 
lege of the imperial cities. Its aſſeſſment in the 
matricula is ninety · ſix florins, and to the chamber- 


court, each term, one hundred and eight rix- dol- 


lars, twenty and a half kruitzers. Dortmund wWas 
formerly one of the Hanſe- towns. Its territory 


alſo, was formerly a county, and had lords of its 
own z but ſince 1304, hath heen entirely poſſeſſed 


by the city. Here are four Lutheran churches, 
one nunnery, two monaſteries, and one of the 
three archi ymnaſia, as they are called, of Weſt- 
.phalia, The city is 5 and rich, having a 
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good trade, and a communication with the Rhine, 
by the river Empſer, and being only about fix 
miles diſtant from the Lippe, 0 on one ſide, and he

m_ Is circle is bounded be that of Weſtpha- 


lia, the Upper-Rhine, Franconia, Swabia, 


and Burgundy ; as alſo by Lorrain and Alſace, 


dividing the circle of the Upper-Rhine. The 
ſtates, thereof. are the three © ſpiritual electors, 
the elector Palatine, the duke of Aremberg, the 
prince of Taxis, the Teutonic bailiwic of Co lenz, 
the prince of 'Naſſau-Dietz, on account of the 
ſeigniory of Beilſtein, the elector of Treves, on 
account. of Lower-Ilſenburgh, and the count of 
Sinzendorf, on account of the burgraviate of 
Rheineck. The independency of the town of 


Gelnhauſen is diſputed. The diets of this circle 


are held at Frankfort on the Maine; and the elec- 
tor of 'Mentz is the ſummoning prince and director 


of it. It is one of thoſe called rhe Anterior-Circles ; 


and its contribution to the empire has generally 


been equal to that of the Upper-Rhine; With 
ar to . it is reckoned among the 
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The dominions of the elector of Mentz are, in 
general, fruitful, The proper archbiſhopric yields 


corn, cattle, excellent wines and fruits, eſpecially - 


almonds, cheſnuts, and filberts; and in ſome places 
good ſalt, flax, and tobacco, iron mines, and 
plenty of wood. The principal rivers by which 
it is watered are the Rhine, the Maine, the Jaxt, 


and the Lhan, In the proper archbiſhopric there 


are no provincial ſtates, except on the Eichsfeld, 
and the nobility belong to the immediate knight- 
hood of the empire. The predominant religion of 
the electorate is the Roman catholic, but in ſeveral 
places there are ſtill many proteſtants. The Jews 
are tolerated in every part of it except on the 
Eichsfeld, and in the territory of Erfurt. As the 


country is under the dominion of an eccleſiaſtic, 


the reader need not be told, that almoſt the whole 
Property thereof belongs to prieſts, monks, and 
nuns; and that all places and offices are poſſeſſed 
by the clergy. For the education of youth, be- 


ſides the Jeſuits colleges, there are the univerſities 


of Mentz and Erfurt. The archbiſhopric is net 
altogether without manufactures, particularly tho'e 
of woollen and linen cloth, glaſs- mirrors, and por- 
celain, in which, and in wine, almonds, cheſnuts, 


nuts, flax, and tobacco, a conſiderable trade is 


carried on. The preſent elector endeavours, in the 
moſt commendable manner, to make commerce 
flouriſh both at Mentz and in all the archiepiſcopal 
countries. This prelate is choſen hy the chapter, 
and ſwears to a capitulation. He is not only the 
firſt archbiſhop, but alſo elector of Germany, in 
conſequence of his being arch - chancellor of the 

5 8 C 4 empite. 
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empire. He is viſitor of all the courts of the em- 
pire, director of its poſts, and guardian of the ar- 
chives and matricula. He crowns the emperor, 
nominates a vice-chancellor_ of the empire, and 
holds a chancery at the imperial court ; to him al- 
ſo all foreign princes and ſtates direct what propo- 
fitions they make to the empire, as well as apply 
for the redreſs of grievances. His aſſeſſors in the 
chamber court are poſſeſſed of the firſt place. For 
the maintenanee of this court, he pays, each term, 
nine hundred rix-dollars, twenty-one kruitzers. 
In ſpirituals he ſtands immediately under the ſee of 
Rome. The biſhoprics ſtill ſubje& to his juriſ- 
dition, are thoſe of Worms, Spire, Straſburg, 
Conftance, Augfburg, Chur or Coire, Wurtz- 
burg, Eichſtadt, Paderborn, Hildeſheim, and 
Fulda For the government of the country, and 
the adminiſtration of juſtice, the chief colleges 
are the privy- conference, the privy-chancery, the 
aulic- council, and the reverſion. judicatory, to the 
laſt of which appeals lie from the inferior judicato- 
nes. The revenues of the elector are ſaid to 
amount to about one hundred thoufand pounds, 
ariſing. chiefly from the tells on the Rhine and 
Maine, the tax on wine, and that paid by the 
Jews. He is able to maintain five or fix thouſand 
men at all times; but, to ſave unneceſſary expence, 
ſeldom keeps above half that number of regular 
troops; for his income, when he is only archbi- 

hop of Mentz, without commendams, which is 
ſeldom the cafe, will allow of no greater ſtate or 
_ expences ; and his houſhold is ſuited rather to his 
facred than his temporal character. In the city 
of Mentz,” the circle of the Upper Rhine fre- 
quently keeps a garriſon, and in Erfurt both the 
emperor and elector keeps one. Of the electoral 
dominions in this circle, the moſt confiderable 
places are, i |

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Mentz, which ſtands on the Rhine, near where 
the Maine falls into it, and is the capital of the 
archbiſhopric and electorate. It is called in Latin 
Moguntia and Moguntianum, and in French 
Mayence, and ſtands fifteen miles weſt from 
Frankfort, twenty north from Worms, forty- 
eight from Heidelberg, forty-five from Spire, one 
hundred and eighty- ſix from Straſburg, ſixty from 
Triers, and ſeventy-four from Cologne. The city 
is pretty large and populous z but moſt of the 
ſtreets are narrow, the hauſes old faſhioned, and 
the fortifications remain ſtill unfiniſhed... The 
elector has ſeveral palaces in and about the city, 
with wi ardens.

in 729 by Pepin an Gregory III. The ca- 
thedral, which is a r building, in the 
year 1755, was ornamented a- new, and furniſned 
with windows. Beſides the cathedral, here are 
many collegiate and other churches, with ſeyeral 
monaſteries, nunneries, and hoſpitals, an univer- 
ty founded in the years 1477 and in 1382, 
by the elector Diether, a bridge of boats over the 
Rhine, manufactures of ſtockings and ftuffs, and 
two yearly fairs eſtabliſhed by the preſent elector, 
who endeayours, in the molt commendable man- 
ner, as weobſerved above, to make commerce flou- 
riſh both here and in the reſt of his dominions. This 
city claims the inventionof the artof printing, which 
if not invented, was atleaſt much improved here by 
John Fauſt, or, as others ſay, T John Guttenburg 
about the year 1450. The veſtments in which th 
electors ſay maſs are extremely rich, and the ca- 
nopy under which the hoſt is carried in proceſſion, 
is entirely covered with pearl. There is a-beau; 
tiful key along the river, defended by cannon. | In 
the cathedral are ſome fine manuments, and a con- 
fiderable treaſure. On its windows and thoſe 4

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the palace, are. painted a wheel, which is a part 
of the eleQor's coat of arms. The charter-houſe 
here is one of the fineſt in Europe, both for its 
buildings and ſituation, having apartments large 
and commodious enough to lodge a ſovereign 
and his retinue, and firuated on an 'eminence 
fronting the Rhine.

and populous : the latter, tho' not enjoying phony

Thuringian language is ſpoken in the upper, but in 
the under the lower Saxon. In both are four ci- 
ties, three boroughs, and one hundred and fifty 

villages. The diets, which conſiſt of the repre-

The DUCHY of WEST PHALIA. 


This duchy is bounded to the eaſt by the biſhop- 
ric of Paderborn, and the territories of Waldeck and 
Heſſe; to the ſouth by the counties of Witgenſtein 
and Naſſau, and the duchy of Berg; to the north by 
the biſhopric of Munſter and the county of Lippe.

Roman catholics at four hundred. Beſides ſchools 
and Jeſuits colleges in this country, there is one 
univerſity, namely, that of Heidelberg ; but there

Raſtical council, compoſed of two clergymen and 
two laymen, to preſent two candidates, of which 
he chuſes one. He is alſo maſter of all the tythes 
in his dominions ; but he either grants them to the 


clergy, or ſalaries in lieu of them, out of the re- 


venues of the church. His title is pfalzgrave.of 


the Rhine; archtteaſurer and elector of the holy 


Roman empire; duke in Bavaria, Juliers, Cleve, 
and Berg; prince of Mors; marquis of Bergen-

His quota to the army of the empire is thirty horſe, 
and one hundred and thirty- eight foot, or nine hun- 
dred and fourteen florins, monthly. To the cham- 
ber of Wetzlar he contributes, each term, four 
hundred and four rix-dollars, eighty-two kruit- 
zers. There is an order of knighthood in this 
country, viz. that of St. Hubert; the badge of

The BISHOPRIC of WORMS. 


This biſhopric being about twelve miles long, 
and eight where broadeſt, lies on both ſides the 
Rhine; and, except where it terminates on the 
county of Katzenellnbogen, and the territory of 
Mentz, is environed by the Lower- Palatinate. 
Some parts of it are level, and fruitful in corn and 
wine; but, in general, it is barren, mountainous, 
and woody. There are ſome proteſtants in this 
biſhopric, but they live in an oppreſſed ſtate; and 
indeed as the papiſts look upon proteſtants as here» 
tics, and think themſelves bound to perſecute 
them, in order to enlighten their minds, and ſave 
their fouls, they have nothing but inſult and in, 
juſtice to expect from them. The regency here 
Rete the proteſtant paſtors and ſchoolmaſters, 
but has no other authority in their ecclefiaſtical or 
matrimonial matters. In antient times the Vangi- 
inhabited this diſtri, and the biſhop was ſtiſed 

in Latin, Epiſcopus Vangionum, A biſhop of this 
ſee, named Victor, is ſaid to have aſſiſted at the 
council of Cologn, in the year 347.

The MASTERS HIP of Sr. JOHN, or the 


PRINCIPALITY of HEITERSHEIM, . 


This maſterſhip or principality. conſiſts only of 
the town of Heiterſheim, and a few villages in the 
Briſgau, belonging to the order of St. John. - The 
grand-maſter of the order is a prince of the empire, 


and as ſuch has a ſeat and vote among the princes 


in the diets of the empire and circle. He pretends, 
as head or repreſentative of the order, to be ſove- 
reign of the above places; but the houſe of Auſ- 
tria accounts him a vaſſal. Heiterſheim, which 
gives name to this petty principality, and was pur- 


* chaſed by the order in the year 1297, is a market- 


town, and the, reſidence of the grand-maſter. To 


the grand: maſter belong alſo certain tythes and 


other revenues in the vale of Kirchzarten, with a 
commandery at Freyburg.

The PRINCELY ABBEY. of PRUM, 


This abbey lies in the foreſt of Ardennes, be- 
twixt the bailiwics of Schoneck and Schonberg, 
belonging” to the electorate of Triers. It was 
founded in the eighth century by Pepin, king of 


the Franks, and his conſort, and. in 1370 was in- 


corporated with the archbiſhopric of Triers. From 
that time the archbiſhops became adminiſtrators of 
it, and, as ſuch, have now a ſeat and vote in the 
diets. Their matricular aſſeſſment, on account of 
it, is one horſemen and thirteen foot, and to the 
chamber of Wetzlar, eleven rix- dollars, five kruit- 
zers. The abbey hath loſt a great part of the lands 
and caſualties formerly belonging to it. In the year

The DUCHY of SIMMERN. 


This duchy lies in the Hundſruck, or Hunſruck, 
or the Pagus Hunicus of the ancients. It was 
long poſſeſſed by a collateral branch of the Pala- 
tine Emily; but that failing at laſt, it again 
devolved to the electors, who, on that account, 
ſit and vote in the college of princes, and are ſum- 
moning princes for this circle jointly with the bi- 
ſhop of Worms. The only places in it worth 
mentioning are: [7 
Simmern, which gives name to it, and takes 
its own from the river on which it ſtands, twenty- 
five miles ſouth of Coblentz, and thirty weſt of 
Mentz. Here all the three religions have churches, 
Laubach, Horrein, Argenthal, Sobernheim, 
and Montzingen, are all ſmall towns. 


The DUCHY of LAUTERN. 


This duchy or principality, together with that 
of Simmern, and be anterior county of Sponheim, 
were bequeathed- in 1610, by the elector- palatine 
Frederic IV. to his ſecond ſon, Lewis Philip, and 
his heirs ; but upon the death of that prince, with 
his conſort and ſon, Lewis-Henry, the whole re- 
verted to the eletoral-houſe, which is thereby en- 
titled to a vote in the diets,

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The bailiwics denominated from theſe two ſmall 
towns or boroughs. once belonged to a ſeparate 


branch of the Palatine family, who, in 1566, were 
made princes of tlie empire, with right of a ſeat 
and vote in the diets; but are now poſſeſſed by the 
elector. The former lies upon the Moſelle, and 
is ſurrounded on all ſidesby the electorate of Triers 
but the latter lies upon the river Glan. 


' » The DUCHY of DEUX-PONTS.. 


; This duchy, at preſent, conſiſts of the antient 
county of Deux-Ponts, or Zwey-brucken, as it 


is called in the German, and ſome parts of the 
county of Veldenz. It gives title of duke to a2 
branch of. the electoral family, heretofore dukes of 
| Berkenfield, who ſucceeded to it in 1733, by vir- 
tue of a compact with the elector, and who are en- 
titled by it to a ſeat and vote in the diets of the em- 
pire and of this circle. Its matricular aſſeſſment 
is ten horſe and thirty foot, or two hundred and 
forty florins, monthly, in lieu of them, and to the 
chamber of Wetzlar one hundred and ſeventy: two 
rix-· dollars, thirty-ſix kruitzers, but a part of this 


aſſeſſment is deducted for the bailiwic of Stradecken, 


now belonging to the elector. The revenues of the 


duchy are computed at three hundred thouſand flo- 


rins. The only places in it worth mentioning are,

The landgravate of Heſſe is bounded by the bi- 
ſhopric of Fulda, the rica rd of Hersfeld, 
Thuringia, and Eichsfeld, as alſo by that of Calen- 
burg, the biſhopric of Paderborn, and Waldeek, 
the duchy of Weſtphalia, the county of Witgen- 
ſtein, Naſſau-Dillenburg, the county of Solins, 
and Upper-Iſenburg. In the above limits, the 
County of Katzenellnbogen and ſome other terri- 
tories are not included. The whole country, in 
its utmoſt length, is near an hundred miles, and in 
ſome places near as much in breadth. The air is 
cold, but wholeſome, and the foil fruitful in corn, 

wine, wood, and paſture. "The country abounds alſo 
in cattle, fiſh, and game, falt-fprings, baths, and 

mineral waters. The hills, which are many, 
pield filver, copper, lead, iron, allum, vitriol, 
- 2 ſulphur, boles, a porcelain earth, mar- 

ble, and alabaſter. In the Eder gold is ſome- 
times found, and at Frankenberg a gold mine was 
formerly wrought. Beſides many leſſer ſtreams, 
Heſſe is watered by the following rivers, viz. the 
Lahn, the Fulda, the Eder or Schwalm, the 
Werra or Weſer, and Diemel. The Rhine alſo 
and the Mayne paſs through the country of Katze · 
nellnbogen. This country, like moſt others in 


SGermanp, has its ſtates, conſiſting of the prelates, 


as they are called, the nobility, and the towns. The 

diets are divided into general and particular, and 

the latter into the greater and ſmaller committees. 

The houſe of Heſſe is divided into two principal 

branches, viz. Caſſel, and Darmſtadt, of which

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ral branches, the two firſt of Heſſe- Caſſel, and 
the laſt of Heſſe-Darmſtadt. Their rights and pri- 
vileges are very conſiderable. In particular, they 
have ſeveral votes at the diets of the empire, and 
cauſes, not exceeding a thouſand florins, are de- 
termined by the courts of the country, without 
appeal. The princes of Heſſe-Caſſel are not of 
age till they are twenty-five, but thoſe of Heſle- 
Darmſtadt are fo at eighteen. The right of pri- 


mogeniture hath been eſtabliſhed in both houſes. 
The revenues of Darmſtadt are ſaid to amount to 
near an hundred thouſand pounds a year, and thoſe 


of Heſſe-Caſſel to near two hundred thouſand. 
The ſmall county of Schaumberg alone yields a a 
revenue of ten thouſand pounds, and that of Katze- 


, nellnbogen, with the foreſts of Richardſwalde, it is 
faid,was farmed near two hundred years agoat twelve 


thouſand pounds. The prince of Heſſe Caſſel has 
forty or fifty thouſand men in his dominions fit to 
bear arms, and the troops that he hires out haveoften 
brought him in large ſums, eſpecially from Grea:« 
Britain. The branches of Caſſel, Homburg, and Phi- 


lipſdale, are Calviniſts, that af Darmſtadt Luthe- 
rans, and that of Rhinfelds Roman catholics. The 
preſent prince of Heſſe-Caſſel, indeed, in the year 


1749, embraced the Roman catholic religion; but in 
1754 drew up, and confirmed by oath, an inſtru- 
ment, of which all the Proteſtant princes are gua- 


rantees, declaring, that the eſtabliſhed religion of 


his dominions ſhould continue in every reſpect as 


before, and that his children ſhould be brought 
up, and inſtructed therein. Here, as in the other 


proteſtant Lutheran countries of Germany, are 
conſiſtories, ſuperintendents, and inſpectors of the 
church. In the whole landgraviate are three uni- 
verſities, beſides Latin ſchools and gymnaſia, for 
the education of youth. The manufactures of 


Feſſe are linen — hats, ſtockings, gloves,

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paper, goldſmiths wares, and at Caſſel a beautiful 
porcelain is made. This is ſuppoſed to have been 
the country of the antient Catti, mentioned by 
Tacitus, &c. who, in after- ages, were called 
Chatti, Chaſſi, Haſſi, and Heſſi. The two 
chief branches of Caſſel and Darmſtadt have ma- 
ny rights and privileges in common, which we 
have not room to ſpecify. Both of them have 
a ſeat and vote in the college of princes at the diet 
of the empire, and thoſe of this circle. The matri- 
cular aſſeſſment of Heſſe-Caſſel is one thouſand 
and ninety- ſix florins, forty-five kruitzers, and that 
of Darmſtadt fix hundred and ſixty- three florins. 
To the chamber of Wetzlar Heſſe-Caſſel pays about 
four hundred and ninety- eight rix-dollars, and 
Heſſe-Darmſtadt three hundred and thirteen rix- 
dioblars, eighteen kruitzers. Each of theſe princes, 
beſides their guards and militia, maintains a conſi- 
derable body, both of horſe and foot. The coun- 
try is at preſent commonly divided into the Upper 
and Lower-Heſſe. The principal places in the 
former belonging to Heſſe-Caſſel are, 
Marburg, the capital, ſituate on a hill, near the 
river Lahn, upwards of forty miles ſouth-weſt from 
Caſſel. It was once a free imperial city, but after- 
wards ſubject to its own lords, and is now the ſeat 
of the joint court of juſtice for Heſſe-Caſfſel and 
- Darmſtadt, and alſo of the court of appeals for fix 
years, alternately with Gieſſen. Here is a ſtrong 
; caſtle on a hill, with other fortifications. The uni- 
- verſity, founded in 1527 by the landgrave Philip 
the Magnanimous, is one of the moſt conſiderable 
in Germany, and is well endowed. The profeſſors 
are Calviniſts In this town alſo is an academy for 
- claſſical learning, three Calviniſt churches, a fine 
ſtud, and a houſe in which the commander of the 
Teutonic Order for. Heſſe reſides. In the Lu- 
theran church of Sr. Elizabeth, beſides —

The French or upper new town is very 
regular and handſome, but the other parts are old- 
faſhioned. Caſſel lies ſixty- eight miles ſouth-weſt 
from Hanover, forty ſouth-eaſt from Paderborn, 
and eighty- eight from Munſter, eighty- five north- 
eaſt from Francfort, and ninety- eight from Mentz. 
The landgrave's palace, which Rande in the old 
town by the river, is well fortified, and commands 
one of the fineſt proſpects in the world, no fewer 
than ſixty towns, it is ſaid, being included within 
it, Here is alſo a fine arſenal, a mint, an academy, 
an anatomical theatre, a muſeum, an obſervatory, 
a foundery, and an aqueduct, together with a noble 
library, green-houſe, marble bath, and parterre, be- 
onging to the prince, barracks for the garriſon, and 
ſeveral churches, one of which, viz. that of St. 
Martin's abbey, is capable of containing four thou- 
ſand people. In the ſame church. are the monu- 
ments of the landgraves, ſome of which are of very 
curious workmanſhip. In the French new. town 
ſtands another palace of the prince's, with a fine gal · 
lery of pictures. The town gives name to a baili- 
wic, in which is Kaufungen, antiently a Benedictine 
nunnery, whoſe revenues the landgrave Philip the 
Magnanimous aſſigned for portioning the daugh- 
ters of antient noble families. In the neighbour- 
ing bailiwic of Baune are two pleaſure houſes be- 
longing to the prince; on a mountain alſo in the

The IMPERIAL CITY of SPIRE.

to be Julius Cæſar's Nemetum Civitas, or Novio- 


magum, and to have been built by the Belgz 
long before our Sayiour's time, and conquered by 
the Nemetes. The ſee, which is ſuffragan to the 
archbiſhop of Mentz, is ſaid to have been founded 
in the fourth century. The magiltrates of the city 
are Lutherans, and likewiſe moſt of the inhabi- 


tants; but the Papiſts have many churches and

ſilver.” Every thing almoſt is carved and gilt in the 
church; the polpit, the organs, the benches for 
the canons, and the altars. Moſt of the ſtatues 

alſo are gilt. The great hoſpital of St. Julian 
here, is one of the richeſt and moſt magnificent 
in Surope, having; it is ſaid, a greater eſtate and

had their ſeat. From theſe burgraves, as we ob- 
ſerved already, in our account of the electorate of 

Brandenburg, the preſent royal and princely houſe 

of Brandenburg is deſcended. The burgravate 

is divided into the two principalities of Anſpach 
and Bayreuth. The margrave of Culmbach was 

a collateral branch of Bayreuth; but, in the year 


1726, on the extinction of the latter, became the 


reigning line. The title of both lines is the ſame as 
that of the king of Pruflia, excepting the regal. 


Among other privileges of the margraves, is that of 


appointing a Judge or the juriſdiction of the bur- 

gravate of Nuremburg. which was antiently of great 
extent, but is now much more confined. The judge 
ſits at Anſpach four times a year; but an appeal lies 
from him to the ſupreme tribunal of the empire, 
provided the ſum in diſpute is above eight hun- 
dred guldens or guilders.

' DUCHY of WURTEMBURG and TECK. 


This duchy is bounded on the north, by part of 


Franconia, the archbiſhopric of Mentz, and the 
palatinate of the Rhine; on the eaſt, by the coun- 


ty of Oettingen, the marquiſate of Burgau, the 


territory of Ulm, the biſhopric of Augſburg, and 
ſeveral other petty ſtates of Swabia ; on the ſouth 
by the Danube, the principalities of Hohenzollern, 
and Furſtenberg, and the marquiſate of Hohen- 
berg; and; on the weſt, by part of the palatinate of 
the Rhine, the marquiſate of Baden, and the 
Black- foreſt. It reaches bet wixt ſixty and ſeventy 
miles from eaſt to weſt, and from ſouth to north; 
being the moſt conſiderable dominion in Swabia, 
not only in reſpect of extent, but of fertility and 
J ˙ c 2 
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populouſneſs. One diviſion of it is into the Unter, 
or Under-land, the Middle-land, and the Upper- 
land; the laſt of which makes a part of the 
mountainous tract called the Alb, and Black- 
foreſt. It is alſo divided into the land above 
and below the Steig, which is the name of a 
a ridge of mountains near Stuttgard, This duchy 
not only abounds in grain of moſt ſorts, but alſo 
in flax, hemp, and good wine, commonly called 
Neckar wine, and fruit, eſpecially pears and ap- 
ples ; inſomuch that cyder and perry are the com- 
mon drink of the peaſants, when wine happens to 
be dear. In this country are alſo mines of ſilver, 
copper, and iron, woods of fir, oak, beech, birch, 
and pine, ſome ſalt-ſprings, abundance of ſheep, 
game, and cattle, coal, and turf, cobalt, ſulphur, 
terra ſigillata, fine clays for porcelain, and earthen 
ware, ſeveral forts of marble, black amber, ala- 
baſter, millſtones, mineral ſprings, and baths, 

Silk is alſo cultivated in it. It is well watered by 
the Neckar, the Enz, Nagold, Fils, and Rems. 
The number of the inhabitants amounts to near 
five hundred thouſand; that of the cities and towns 
to ſixty- eight; and that of the boroughs, market- 
towns, and villages, to about twelve thouſand. On 
important occaſions, diets are called and held at Stutt- 
gard, conſiſting of the Lutheran ptelates and abbots, 
| and the repreſentatives of the towns. The eſta- 
bliſhed religion is Lutheraniſm; and the dukes, 
who ate now Roman catholics, have engaged not 
to attempt any innovations in point of religion, 
but to ſuffer every thing to remain on its former 
footing. Before the Reformation there were about 
à dozen very rich convents in this country, whoſe 
revenues are now chiefly applied to the mainte- 
hance of churches, ſchools, and the clergy. Be- 
fides Lutherans, here are ſome Calviniſts, Wal- 
denſes, and Jews. The Waldenſes are allowed 
the. public exerciſe of their religion, W 
5 | | | only 
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only in private. The Lutheran clergy are under 
four general and thirty- eight ſpecial ſuperinten- 
dents. For the inſtruction * youth, there are 
above fifty grammar ſchools in the duchy, be- 
ſides a gymnaſium at Stuttgard, and an univer- 
ſity at Tubingen. For a ſupply of able divines, 
and ſchoolmaſters, here are excellent regulations; 
for the ſchools are not only regularly viſited and 
examined, but the more promiſing youths are car- 
ried ſucceſſively, at the public expenee, from 
the ſchools to the gymnaſium; from the gymna- 
ſium to the country convents or academies ; and 
from theſe to the univerſity of Tubingen, where 
they are maintained till they are provided for, either 
as ſchoolmaſters, or miniſters, after having under- 
gone ſeyere examinations in their progreſs trom one 

minary to another. Hence this country is ſaid to 
have ſuch able and exemplary divines, as are hard- 


ly to be found in any other proteſtant country. It 
is certain, however, that theſe divines diſcovered 


a very ſelfiſh, mercenary, uncharitable ſpirit, or a 


very narrow, blind, bigotted zeal, in oppoſing the 
reception of the French refugees, after the revo- _ 


cation of the edict of Nantz, and giving out, to 


their ſhame and diſhonour, that it was better to 


admit Mahometaniſm than Calviniſm, tho' the 
latter differs in no material point from Lutheraniſm. 
The principal manufactures of this country are, 
earthen-ware, porcelain, glaſs-ware, eſpecially mir- 


tours, paper, linen cloth, woollen ſtuffs, hats, ſtock- 


ings, printed cattons, and ſilks. At Calwe and 
Urach are trading companies, which are of great 
ſervice to the country, eſpecially that of the former. 


Tbe princes of Wurtemburg had long only the title 


of counts. That of duke was firſt conferred on Eber- 
hard I. in the year 1495, by the emperor Maxi- 
milian. The right of primogenitureſhip was eſta- 
bliſhed in the family ſo early as in the year 1473. 
e L 2 There 
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There is a branch of it ſettled in Sileſia, which, 
from the duchy of Oels, has the title of duke of 
Wurtemburg Oels. The duke's title at preſent 
is, duke of Wurtemburg and Teck, count of 
Mompelgard, lord of Heydenheim and Juſtingen. 
He is hereditary ſtandard- bearer of the empire, and 
grand-huntſman; in alluſion to the laſt of which 
the order of hunting was founded here in 1702. 
The er fign of that order is a gold-croſs, enamelled 
red, appended to' a broad watered ſcarlet rib- 
bon, paſſing from the left-ſhoulder to the right- 
fide. On the left breaſt of the coat is a filver ſtar, 


embroidered, round which is the motto of the 
order, Amicitiz virtutiſq; fædus. T heir grand feſ- 


tival is on St. Hubert's day. As a prince of the 
empire, the duke has feat and voice in the college 
of prirces at the diets, paying the uſual afſeſi- 
ments to'the empire and, imperial chamber. We 
have already obſerved, that he is' ſummoning 


prince and director of this circle. Cauſes are de- 


termined here in the laſt reſort; no appeal lying 
from the court-judicature to the aulic- council, or 
any foreign tribunal. The revenues of the duchy 
are ſaid to amount to two millions of guilders per 
annum; and the troops, in time of peace, to four 
thouſand men, including the contingent of the 
circle, which is eighteen Ruodred. The duke has 
a great number of hunting feats. So numerous 


are the deer and wild boars, that Mr. Keyſler ſays 


above twenty thouſand head periſhed in the win- 
ters of 1731 and 1732, by the ſeverity of the wea- 
ther; and no wonder they multiply faſt, as no per- 
ſon, on pain of d-ath, dare offer to wound or kill 
them, unleſs at the duke's hunting matches; ſo that 
the poor peaſants, near the foreſts, are obliged in 
ſummer to keep a conſtant look out, and'to be con- 
tinually watching their flocks and corn-fields.

This city was once the ſee of a biſhop, and 
the church of the Holy. Croſs is ſtill ſtiled the ca- 
thedral.

Some derive the name of the town, from its being 


antiently a ſtud for breeding horſes; which ſeems 


the more probable, as its arms are a colt. There 
are ſome natural hot baths near it, which are much 
frequented. The duke has a good collection of 
antiquities and rarities z among which is a Jupiter 
Dolichenus, being a repreſentation of that deity 
in armour, ſtanding on the crupper of an ox, and 
the picture of a woman, who had a long beard, 

when ſhe was only twenty five years old. Here is 
a theatte for French comedies, an arſenal, and a 
conſiderable ſilk manufacture. The town is not 
large, nor well built, moſt of the houſes being low, 
and of wood; and the ſtreets, tho?. pretty broad 
and open, are dirty. , -. 

Cantſtadt, a ſmall town on the Nec ckar, in and 
near which are ſeveral ſalt ſprings, and an excel- 
lent mineral ſpring.

The MARGRAVATE of BAADEN. 


This country, which is one of the beſt in Ger- 
many, lies along the eaftern banks of the Rhine. 
It is divided between two princes of the ſame fa- 
mily, who take their titles trom the names of the 
capital towns of their reſpective ſhares, the one 
being ſtiled the margrave of Baaden-Baaden, and 
the other of Baaden- Dourlach. The ſhare of the 
former, as lying ſouth of the other, is diſtinguiſhed 
by the ef the Upper; and that of the latter

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by the name of the Lower Margravate, or mar- 
uiſate. The right of primogenitureſhip hath been 
. introduced into both theſe branches. The 
whole country is ſaid to be near ſixty miles long, 
and twenty broad, and lies between the duchy of 
Wurtemberg and the Briſgau. It is fruitful in 
corn, wine, hemp, flax, and wood, abounding in 
particular with cheſnut- trees. There are alſo many 
quarries of marble and free · ſtone in it, large herds 
of ſwine, plenty of fiſh, fowl, and veniſon, and the 
baths and mineral ſprings are ſo common, that the 
chief towns of both marquiſates have their names 
from them. Both princes exerciſe an abſolute au- 
5 in their dominions, excepting ſo far as it is 
imited by the laws of the empire, and lay taxes 
on their ſubjects without aſſembling any ſtates. 
The Upper Margravate, or that of Baaden - Baa- 
den, is bounded by. the Rhine, the Lower Mar- 
gravate, the duchy of Wurtemberg, the county 
of Eberſtein, and the Ortenau. Geber eſtates be- 
longing to the margrave are the lordſhip of Mahl- 
berg, lying between the Ortenau and Briſgau, the 
county of Eberſtein, a conſiderable part of the 
county of Sponheim, two manors in the lordſhip 
of Graffenſtein, and one in the duchy of Luxem- 
burg, with ſeveral baronies in Bohemia. He has 
a vote in the college of princes, both in the diets 
of the empire and circle.

of celibacy, &c. the other ladies may marry.” There: 
are two iſlands in the Danube, hear this city, called 
Oberwerth and Underwerth; i. e. the Upper and 
Lower-Iſland, which are inhabited by millers, 
boatmen, and fiſhermen. Beſides the abbeys men- 
tioned above, among other religious houſes, here is 
a Cloiſter. for Scotſmen of the Roman eatholic re- 
ligion. "La Foreſt ſays,” the citizetis have a privi- 
lege to throw their children that are incorrigible 
into the Danube, without being called to account 
for it.

The German name of Oeſtreich, or Eaſtern 
Kingdom, whence our, Ault afia, and Auſtria, 
was given by the Franks to that Jak, of their 
monarchy ..which lay, to the caſt of Gaul, in Ger- 
many.

the ſouth. lt ſtretches, on both ſides the Danube, 
between ſixty and ſeventy miles, from north to 
ſouth. Except towards Stiria, the Lower-Auſtria 
is level and fertile, producing not only corn and 
paſture, but ſaffron, wine, wood, alum. ſilver ore, 
and porcelain earth; but the air would be unwhol- 
ſome, if it was not often purified by ſtrong gales 
of wind. The mountain in it, called the Kahle 
Berg, antiently Mons Cetius, extends from near 
Vienna into Carniola. At Baaden are hot baths. 
The rivers by whieh it is watered are, the Da- 
nube, Moravia, Leitha, Traſen, Erlebach, Ips, 
and Kamp, all abounding with fiſn. Upper- 
Auſtria. is mountainous and barren. towards Sti- 
ria; but the reſt is more level and fertile, yield- 
ing plenty of fruits, game, wood, ſalt, iron, medi- 
cinal baths, and ſome petrifying ſprings, but no 
wine. Its rivers, beſides the Danube, are the Ens, 
Steyer, Traun, which, as well as the lakes, abound 
with fiſn. Both Upper and Lower - Auſtria are po- 
pulous, and full of towns, villages, ſeats, caſtles, and, 
cloiſters. In ſome places, the dreſs of the inhabi- 
rants is odd enough ; in particular, that of the wo- 
men on the other {ide of the I raun, and in the vale, 
of Stoder. The dialect of Aultria differs widely 
from the High- Dutch, and extends from the Adti- 
atic to Swiſſerland. The diets here conſiſt of the 
biſhops, abbots, provoſts, princes, counts, barons, 
knights, and towns; and in them they treat of the 
Contr ibutions, taxes, military affairs, &c. | That of 
Lower-Auſtria is held at Vienna, and that of the 
Upper at Lintz. The nobility, who are very nu- 
merous, and have great privileges, as well as the; 
other ſtates, are divided into the higher, conſiſting, 
of che counts and barons, and the lower, compr e 
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hending the knights, The matgraves of Branden- 


burg, as well as the archbiſhop of Saltſburg, have 
| dine ſiefs in Auſtria, The proteſtant religion, af- 
ter the reformation, made a great progreſs in this 
country; but by degrees was preſcribed, and ſup- 
pteſſed. However, there are ſtill many ſecret ad- 
| Herents to Lutheraniſm; and, in the year 1731, 
the empteſi· queen promiſed to protect them, while 
thief behaved themſelves peaceably. Phe archbi- 
ſhop of Vienna is a prince of the Holy Roman 
empire, and has the honour” of the pallium and 
croſs. With reſpe& to the character of the Au- 
ſtriags, they are {aid to be more ſocial and polite 
than their neighbours, and very hoſpitable to 
ſtrangers; but proud and haughey, vain and con- 
ceited, Eſpecially the younger ſort, and thoſe who 
have places about court. According to baron Pol- 
nitz, they are exceeding: fond of titles, and the 
greateſt epicures in the world. The luxury of the 
inhabitants of Vienna, in particular, is ſaid to ex- 
td that of any other place in the worid; At the 
tables of the great are ſeldom leſs than nine or 
ten different ſorts of wine; and Polnitz ſays, that 
he has ſometimes ſeen eighteen. The women are 
ruthet handſome than beautiful, and naturally vain 
and reſerved;; but free from coquetry, and more 
fond of finery and grandeur, than gallantty: ex- 
tremely ignorant, ſuperſtitious, and credulous; but 
generous and ſincere. They uſe neither paint nor 
Patches. For the education of youth, and the im- 
provement of the arts and ſciences; beſides Latin 
ſchools and gymnaſia, there is the univerſity” of 
Vienna, which is now on a better footing than former- 
ly. and the Thereſian college, with ſeveral riding, 
military, and other academies, as of painting, ſculp- 
ture, and architecture. The imperial library is one 
of the moſt famous in the Whole world.

The 
principal, or chancellor, with the other maſters of 
the univerſity, have the power of life and death 
over the ſcholars: but the eſtabliſhments for paint- 
ing, ſculpture, and the other fine arts, are on a much 
better footing here than thoſe for the ſciences, eſpe- 
_ cially in reſpect to philoſophy and divinity, which, 
as taught in the colleges of the Jeſuits, are little 
better than a heap of ſcholaſtic chimeras. How- 
ever, in the year 1752, an imperial ordinance 
was iſſued, with a view to improve the me- 
thod of teaching. Vienna is divided into four 
quarters, one of which is called the Schotten, that 
is, the Scottiſh quarter. One of the gates alſo is 
called the Scots gate, in remembrance of ſome 
notable exploit performed there by the troops of 
that nation. The miniſters of the proteſtant crown- 
ed heads have chapels here, as in other Roman 
catholic countries; and ſome proteſtants held offices, 
both civil and military, under the late emperor 
Charles VI. . os were formerly tole- 
rated ; but, at preſent, neither here, nor in an 
other part of Auſtria. The ſuburbs are much 
larger than the city itſelf. To ride round the line, 
which encloſes. them at an ordinary pace, would 
take up about four hours. The largeſt of them is 
lled Leopold - ſtadt, from the emperor Leopold. 
1 of Roſſau, is the grand palace of Lich- 
tenſtein. In that of Wieden, is the new imperial 
Favourita, or ſummer- palace. In that called Renn- 
eg, is the cloiſter of the female Salerians, or 
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Engliſh nuns, with the grand palaces of the late 
prince Eugine of Savoy, and of the prince of 
| hwarzenberg. In that called Landftraſze, is a 
fine cloiſter of hermits of the order of St. Auguſ- 
tine, who wear white ermine. The garriſon here 
conliſts of one regiment of foot, who are lodged in 
caſerns. The city, by means of the Danube, is 
well ſupplied with proviſions, and every thing elſe 
uſeful, neceſſary, or agreeable.” As it is the feat of 
the court, and the ſupreme'colleges and tribunals, 
there is a prodigious reſort to it, eſpecially of the 
noblefſe, from all the hereditary countries, and 
others, particularly thoſe 'of the empire. The 
grandeur of this court excecds that of moſt others. 
All, or molt of the officers of ſtate, and of the 
bouſhold, of the horſe and foot guards, and above 
one hundred gentlemen of the bed chamber, who 
wear golden keys at their breaſts, are either princes, 
caunts, or barons; but the etiquette, that is an- 
tient forms and uſages, which are rigidly obſerved, 
tho? univerſally exclaimed againſt,” give it an air of 
conſtraint, that is no where elſe: to be ſeen.

Bohemia, for a conſiderable time, was governed 
by dukes, and afterwards by kings, who were li- 
mited in their power, and elected by the ſtates; 
tho” they uſually kept to the family of the deceaſed 
monarch. After the battle of the Whice Moun- 
tt, in 1620, the crown was made hereditary in 
the Auſtrian family; ſo that, from that time, the 
Rates have had nothing more to do with reſpect to 
the right of fucceMMon. © The ſtates, indeed, are 
tummoned every year by the command of the em- 
preſs· queen, and meet at Pragve; but it is only 
for form's ſake. They conſiſt of the clergy, nobi- 
lity, gentry, and repreſentatives of the towns. 
Here a commiſſioner from the ſovereign lays be- 
fore them the neceſſity of granting ſuch ſupplies 
as the court demands, which uſually amounts to a 

G . T 2 very 
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very great ſum; and theſe are granted, without 
heſitation, or examination: only they ſometimes 
expreſs their concern at the abſence. of their prince, 
and ſeem grieved, that their country is exhauſted to 
enrich. the Auſtrians, for whom, they have an im- 
placable averſion. The: peaſants here are bond- 
men to their lords, and to the hard yoke which 
alls them is doubtleſs owing, in a great meaſure, 
e perverſe obſtinate diſpoſition, and their 
indolence; the latter of which, among other things, 
is evident from the wretched condition of the vil- 
lages, which, tho' wood is to be found here in 
great plenty, and building is far from being ex- 
penſive, are very mean and deſpicably. In the year 
1679, a great part of them took up arms on ac- 
count of the heavy bondage they laboured under. 
The clergy are compoſed of the archbiſhop of 
Prague, ſeveral biſhops,, provoſts, and abbots, 
beſides the inferior clergy. The nobility are di- 
vided into princes, counts, and barons ; and the 
next degrees to theſe are knights, burghers, huſ- 
bandmen, and peaſants, Bohemia is divided into 
twelve circles; but the city of Prague, on account 
of its dignity, is not included in any circle. E 
of theſe circles has two headmen or captains, one 
cout of the ſtate of lords, and one out of the ſtate of 
knights. The county of Glatz was ceded in the 
year 1742 to the king of Pruſſia, and by him add- 
ed to Sileſia. Bohemia is generally conſidered as 
a part of Germany, but with very little reaſon, for 
it is not in any of the nine circles, neither doth it 
contribute any thing towards the forces, or re- 
venues of the empire, or is ſubject to any of its

ꝓery among them. John Huſs and Jerom of 
Prague were burnt at the council of Conſtance, 
in the fifteenth century, for endeavouring to boa 
about a reformation in religion.

greater part of them was obliged to quit their 
country; upon which they withdrew to the neigh-

hemia, He is alſo a prince of the Holy Roman 
empire, though he has no ſeat in the diets, primate 
of the kingdom, and perpetual chancellor of 
the univerſity of Prague. His ſuffragans are the 
biſhops of Leutmeritz, and Konigingratz. The 
government of the church and clergy is veſted in 
the archiepiſcopal conſiſtory, from which an appeal 


lies either to the queen or pope. 
Rvxxuxs and Fons. 


The revenues are raiſed by the ſtates of the king - 
dom, who are aſſembled annually at Prague, to 
provide ſuch ſums as the empreſs demands of them, 
over and above the cuſtoms and duties to which 
te is entitled by her prerogative. The revenue 
of Bohemia is ſaid to amount to near one million 
ſterling a- year. The wealth and grandeur of the 
nobility form a very ſtriking and affecting contraſt 
with the poverty and ſlavery of the peaſants. The 
latter, in a rich and plentiful country, are ſtarving, 
both their perſons and effects being entirely at the 
mercy of their lords, without whoſe permiſſion they 
cannot ſo much as earn a morſel of bread to them - 
ſelves. The ftanding militia of the Auſtrian he- 
reditary countries is twenty- four thouſand men, 
towards which Bohemia furniſhes nine thouſand, 
In time of war theſe ſerve to fill up the marching

The houſes 
of this city are wholly built of ſtone, and conſiſt 
for the moſt part of three ſtories. Here are near 
an hundred churches and chapels, and about forty 
cloiſters. The number of its Chriſtian inhabitants 
1s ſaid to be ſeventy thouſand, and of Jews about 
twelve thouſand. -The principal branch of its 
trade conſiſts in brewing of beer. It is divided 
Into the Old and New Towns, and that called the 
ſmall ſide; the former lying on the eaſt ſide of the 
Mulga, and the latter on the weſt. The whole 


is about, twelve miles in circumference, and but

thinly inhabited. The fortifications are not of 
great importance, as it may be flanked and raked 
on all ſides. However, the king of Pruſſia was not 
_ able to make himſelf maſter of it in the late war, 
though he almoſt deſtroyed it with his bombs, 
c. It ſtands in a pleaſant and fruitful country 
Mee ne aer eic palcrs, an 
pleaſure-houſes. It hath ſuffered greatly by ſieges, 
and hath been often taken and plundered. The 
unyerſity was founded by Charles IV. in the year 
1347. The Jefuits here have two very large col - 
leges, . library and obſervatory.

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dents, and when the emperor Charles V. would 
have retrenched their privileges, twenty - four thou - 
ſand are ſaid to have left it in one week, and ſixteen 
thouſand in a ſhort time after. The Jews have the 
trade of this city almoſt entirely in their own hands, 
They deal in all forts of commadities, eſpecially the 
precious ſtones found in the Bohemian mines, and, by 
receiving all old-faſhioned things in payment, quite 
ruin the Chriſtian handicraftſmen. In 1744 they nar- 
rowly eſcaped. being expelled the kingdom, having 
been ſuſpected of correſponding with the Pruſſians, 
when they made themſelves maſters of the city. 
The grand prior of the order of Malta, for Bohe- 
mia, Moravia, and Sileſia, reſides here; and the 
church and hoſpital of the Holy Ghoſt is the ſeat of 
the general and grand-maſters of the holy order of 
Knights of the Croſs with the red Star, reſiding in 
the aboye - mentioned countries, and in Poland and 
Hungary. The cathedral is dedicated to St. Veit, 
and adorned with mapy magnificent tombs of great 
perſonages.

Chriſtianity was firſt planted in Luſatia in the ſe- 
venth century, but it was ſeveral centuries after that 


before popery was fully eſtabliſhed. In the eleventh 


century many cloiſters were erected in the country; 
but at the reformation ſuch numbers embraced Lu- 
theraniſm, that it became the predominant reli- 
gion, and ſtill continues, though there are ſtill ſe- 
veral Roman catholic foundations, churches, mar- 


ket- towns, and villages. The enthuſiaſtic ſect of 
Herrenhuther's unhappily poſſeſſes a great influence 


and eſteem here. There are conſiderable manu- 
factures of woollen and linen ſtuffs in the Luſatias, 


eſpecially the Upper.

Els ducky is bounded to the eaſt by Po- 
T land; to the weſt by Moravia, Bohemia, Lu- 
ſatia, and the county of Glatz; to the north by a 
chain of mountains, and a thicket of conſiderable 
extent, which ſeparates it from Hungary; and to 
the north by the mark of Brandenburg. From 
north-weſt to ſouth-eaſt it is about two hundred 
and twenty- five miles, and about an hundred here 
broadeſt; but it is much contracted at both ends. 
Upon the frontiers of this country, to the weſt and 
ſouth, are very high mountains, and ſome likewiſe 
ia other parts of it. One of the ridges upon the 
frontiers is ſtiled the Riphæan Mountains, ano- 
ther the Moravian, another the Bohemian, and 
another the Hungarian, Crapack, or Carpathian. 
A branch of the Bohemian is called the Giant 
Mountains. The winter on theſe hilly tracts is more 
ſevere, ſets in ſooner, and laſts longer, than in the 
low lands. The inhabitants uſe a kind of ſkaits when 
the ſnow is deep, as they do in Carniola. Little or 
no grain is raiſed in the mountains, and ſome ſandy 
tracts; but the reſt of the country is abundantly 
fruitful, not only in grain, but fruits, roots, paſture, 
flax, hops, madder, tobacco, and hemp, yielding. 
alſo ſome wine, with conſiderable quantities of lk 
and honey. In many places are great woods of pines, 
fir, beech, larch, and other trees, affording tar, 
pitch, roſin, turpentine, lamp-black, and timber 
r all uſes. In this country alfo is found marble 
of ſeveral ſorts, ſome precious ſtones, limeſtone, 
millſtone, pit · coal, turf, vitriol, ſome ſilver ore, cop-

rs of black | cattle and hodkes are brought 
hither from Poland and Hungary for ſale, thoſe , 
bred in the country not being rege ; but of 
ſheep, goats, game, and veniſon, they have great 
ON As for wild-beafts; here are lynxes, 
xes, weaſels, otters, and beavers, The rivers, 
lakes, and ponds, yield fiſh of ſeveral forts, 
particularly ſturgeons ſeveral ells in length, and ſal- 
mon. Beſides a number of ſmaller ſtreams to water 
this country, there is the Oder, which traverſes it 
almoſt from one end to the other, and the Viſtula, 
which, after a pretty long courſe through it, enters 
Poland. The number of the cities and market- 
towns is faid to be about two hundred, the county 
of Glatz included, and that of the villages: five 
- thouſand. The inhabitants, who are computed to be 
about a million and an half, are a mixture of Ger- 
mans, Poles, and Moravians. . The langnage ge: 
nerally ſpoken is German, but in ſome places the 
vulgar tongue is a diale& of the Sclavonic. The 
ſtares conſiſt of the princes and dukes, and thoſe 
called ſtate · lords, with the nobility, who are im- 
mediately ſubject to the n and the tepre · 
ſentatives of the chief cities; but ſince the coun- 
try fell under the dominion of the king of Pruſſia, 
no furſtentage or diets have been held. The king

tants. With reſpect to religion, not only proteſtants, 
but papiſts, Jews, and Greeks, enjoy full liberty 
of conſcience, The greateſt part of Sileſia ſies in 
the dioceſe of Breſlau, but ſome part of it in the 
Poliſh dioceſes of Poſen and Cracow.

with the county of Glatz, from his daughter and 
heireſs, Maria Thereſa, the preſent empreſs doua - 
z fo that now only a ſmall part of it is poſſeſſed 
— houſe of Auſtria, 2 Ne my 
empire, the. reſt being governed by the king o 
Pruſſia, without acknowledging any fort of de: 
pendence on the crown of Bohemia or the empire. 
For the adminiſtration of juſtice in all civil, cri- 
minal, and feudal caſes, and ſuch as relate to the 
revenue, the king of Pruſſia has eſtabliſhed three 
ſupreme judicatortes, to which an appeal lies from 
all the inferior ones, and from which, when tlie 
ſum exceeds five hundred tix-dollars, cauſes may 
be moved to Berlin, The Lutheran churches and 
ſchools are under the inſpection of the upper-con- . 
ſiſtories, and thoſe of the papiſts under that of the 
— 1 court at Breſlau; hut from both an ap- 
| peal ies to the tribunal ar Berlin. As to the re- 
venue, the exciſe here is levied only in the wal 
towns, being on the ſame footing as n 
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of Brandenburg; but in the reſt of the country 
the contributions are fixed, and the ſame both 
in peace and war. The ſeveral branches or 
the revenue are under the management of the war 
and domain offices of Breſlau and Glogau. The 
whole revenue ariſing to the king of Pruſſia from 
Sileſia, and the county of Glatz, amounts to about 
four millions of rix- dollars per annum. 
Sileſia is divided into the Upper and Lower. and 
each of theſe again into pri:.cipalities and lordſhips 
of ſome of which, both the property and juriſdic- 
tion belong immediately to the ſovereign, but of 
others to his ſubjects and vaſſals. In regard to the 
character of the people, the boors are accounted 
very dull and ſilly; but of thoſe of a higher rank, 
many have diſtinguiſned themſelves by their wit 
and learning, as well as by their military and poli- 
tical talents. However, in general, like their 
neighbours the Germans and Bohemians, they have 
more of Mars than Mercury in their compoſition, 
and their parts are more ſolid than ſhining. In

of it in the ninth century. It lies between the 18th 
and 224 degrees of eaſt long. and betwixt the 
/45th and 49th degrees of north lat. being bound- 
ed to the north by the Carpathian mountains, which 
ſeparate it from Poland; to the ſouth by Servia, 
and the nyer Drave, which ſeparates it from Scla- 
vonia ; to the weſt by Moravia, Auſtria, and Sti- 
dia; and to the eaſt by Walachia and Tranſylvania.

CoxsTiITutioN and GoveRNMENT. 


Hungary at firſt, like moſt other countries, 
was divided into many little principalities and 
ſtates, which at length were united under one 
head, who had the title of duke. The laſt of theſe 
dukes was Geyſa, who becoming a proſelyte to 
Chriſtianity, was baptized; after which he reſigned 
the government to his ſon Stephen, who took the 
title of king, anno 1000 : but as the throne was 

filled by election, though generally out of the 

ſame family, the diſpoſal of the crown was -diſ- 
puted between the Turkiſh and German em- 
perors for near two hundred years; but after the 
year 1527, when Ferdinand, archduke of Auſtria, 
was advanced to the throne, the Auſtrians found 
means to influence the elections in ſuch a manner, 
as to keep the crown in their family till 1687, when 
it was ſettled hereditarily on their heirs male; and 
now, in conſequence of an act made by the diet at 
Preſburg, in 1723, in caſe of the failure of heirs 
male, it is to deſcend to females. The ſtates of the 
kingdom conſiſt of the prelates, the barons, the 
gentry, and the royal towns. To the firſt claſs be- 
long two archbiſhops, about a dozen biſhops, near 
as many abbots and provoſts, with the Pauline & 
Præmonſtratenſian Jeſuits. To the ſecond, the 
ſtadtholder or palatine, who repreſents the king, 
the court-judge, the ban or viceroy of Dalmatia, 
Croatia, and Sclavonia, the ſtadtholder of Tran-

For a long time this 
country was chiefly governed by waywodes, ſer 
up and ſupported ſometimes by the Turks, and 
ſometimes by the emperors of Germany. In 1713 
Michael Apaffi, the laſt of theſe waywodes, dying 
without iſſue, Tranſylvania was annexed to Hun- 
gary, without regard to the claims of the Rakotzi 
tamily; and, ſince 1722, hath been made hereditary 
to the princes and princeſſes of the houſe of Au- 
ſtria, whereas before the prince ſucceeded by free 
election. The ſtates, like thoſe of Hungary, con- 
fiſt of the prelates or clergy, nobility, gentry, and 
royal towns : but each of the three nations, 1. e. 
the Hungarians, Sikli or Sekli, and Saxons, have 
not only their ſeparate diſtricts, but differ widely 
in reſpect of their internal government, laws, cuſ- 
toms, and conſtitutions: all, however, are ſub- 
ordinate to the prince and diet. The executive 
power is chiefly in the governor, - and the council, 
appointed by the empreſs· queen out of the three 
nations above mentioned; for the others have no 
ſhare in the government, nor ſuch as are not of 
the Roman (catholic, Calviniſt, or Lutheran reli- 
gions. The military eſtabliſhment of Tranſylva- 
nia conſiſts, at preſent; only of ſix regiments, un- 
der a commander in chief. The empreſs. queen 
draws a conſiderable revenue from it. In 1733 it 
paid no leſs than ſeventy thouſand pounds to the 
extraordinary ſubſidy demanded by the emperor, 
which was double the ſum paid by Stirfa. The 
chief tribunal is that called the royal table, to 
which appeals lie from the inferior courts, and 
from it to the governor and council, and from 
thence to the ſovereign. In church affairs, ap- 
prals lie from the biſhop to the archbiſhop of (o- 
lotza, the pope's nuncio, and the court of Rome.

the nobles. The chief magiſtrate is ſtiled rector, 


anſwering to the Venetian doge, except that he is 
changed every month. Here alſo are ſeveral coun- 
cils, of which that of the pregadi has the chief 
direction of affairs. To guard the city againſt 
contagious diſtempers here is a board of health, 
conſiſting of five nobles. It is ſaid of the Ragu - 
ſans, that they pay tribute to the Turks out of 
fear, to the Venetians out of hatred, and to the 
emperor, Spain, the pope, and Naples, out of re- 

ſpect, and from political views. They are ſo jealous 
of their neighbours, that the gates of the city are 

allowed to be open only a few hours in the day. 
Their chief protector is the grand ſeignior, to 


whom they pay an annual tribute of twenty thou- 


ſand zequins. The languages ſpoken here are the 


> Italian and Sciavonian. The eſtabliſhed religion,

Among the 
mountains are many excellent medicinal and 
other ſprings, cold and warm baths, water-falls, 
craggy precipices, narrow vallies, and ca- 
verns. They yield alſo a great variety of herbs, 
thickets, and buſhes, in the upper parts; and, in 
the Jower, rich paſtures and woods. Thie higheſt 
are thoſe in the canton of Uri. Many of the vallies 
are covered with lakes, or watered by brooks and 
rivers. In ſome of them are towns, villages, woods, 
vineyards, and corn lands. Both on the moun- 
tains, and in the vallies, the air is extremely cold in 
winter; but in ſummer it is very pleaſant, cool, 
and᷑refreſhing on the former, but exteſſive hot in 
the latter. Sometimes it is winter on the north- 
ſide of a mountain, when it is ſummer on the other; 
nay flowers may be gathered ſometimes with one 
hand, and ſnow with the other. Prodigious maſſes 
of ice and ſnow often fall from them in winter, and 
doi a great deal of damage; and moſt df the ſtreams 
and tivers take their riſe from the thawing of the 
ice and ſnow on their ſides and tops. From the 
riſing or deſcending of the clouds, with which they 
are commonly enveloped, the inhabitants can, for 
the moſt part, pretty exactly foretel the changes 
of the weather, ſo that they ſetve them inſtead of 
weather glaſſes. The, other and lower parts of 
Switzerland are very pleaſant and fertile, being 
diverſified with vineyards, corn-fields, meadows, 
-and paſture-grounds. The mountains in theſe arc 
but mole-hills in compariſon of the others: there 
is neither ſnow nor ice on them in ſummer, and 
they frequently afford not only good paſturage, but 
arable ground.

Wines of various ſorts are alſo produced 


in ſome of them, with apples, pears, nuts, cherries, - 


plumbs, and cheſnuts; and thoſe that lie towards 
Italy abound in peaches, morels, almonds, figs; 
citrons, and pomegranates. Of wood for fuel; 
and other uſes, there is generally plenty; in ſome 
places, however, they are obliged to burn ſhee 
dung, and in others a kind of heath and ſmall 
ſhrubs. In the vallies, they cultivate faffron witli 
good ſucceſs. The Switzers derive, their princi- 
pal ſubſiſtence from their flocks and herds of cattle; 
which in ſummer. graze upon the mountains.

With reſpect to manufactures, the principal are

hardwares, &c. The trade of Switzerland is greatly 
2 by many navigable lakes and rivers. In 
ome of the above manufactures, and in cheeſe, 
butter, ſneep, horſes, black cattle, hides and ſkins, 
the exports are conſiderable; and as the imports 


are chiefly grain and ſalt, with ſome American and

The Swiſs were antiently called Helvitii. After 


they were defeated by Marius they retired into their 


own country, where they lived peaceably till the 
time of Julius Cæſar, who obliged them again to 
ſubmit to the Roman yoke, . which they con- 
tinued till the declenſion of that empire, when 
chey became a part of the kingdom of Burgundy. 
After that they fell under the dominion of the 
Franks; then of the Germans; but being op- 
preſſed by the latter, they threw off the yoke, and 


erected ſeveral ſtates or republics, which, at the 


treaty of Weſtphalia in 1648, were recognized as 
free and independent. The cantons of Switz, Uri, 


and Underwald, having, ſo early as the year 

1308, entered into a confederacy in the canton of 
Swirz, and having alſo obtained their firſt victory 
in

1. 
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in 1315, over Leopeld, archduke of Auftria, in the 


fame canton, its name was given to the whole con- 
federacy, which it- ſtill retains. The other can- 


tons ſucceſſively acceded to this aſſociation, but ſome 
of them not until upwards of an hundred years 


after. With reſpect to the government and con- 
ſlitution of theſe cantons, ſome of them are ariſ- 
tocracies, and ſome democracies. In the former 


both the legiſlative and executive power is lodged 


in the burghers or citizens of the capital of each 
canton; and of theſe there are ſeven, viz. Zurich, 


Bern, Baſil, Friburg, Solothurn, and Schaff hauſen. 
In the others the ſegiſlative power is lodged in the 
whole body of the people; and every male above 


ſixteen, whether maſter or ſervant, has a vote in 


making laws, and in the choice of magiſtrates. For 
what concerns the whole Helvetic body, there are 


diets ordinary and extraordinary: tae former are held 
annually. and the others upon particular emergen- 


cies; and both are ſummoned by the city of Zurich, 
, which appoints the time and place of their meetings. 


Beſides the general diets, ſince the reformation, 
there have been particular diets of the two religions, 


at which all public affairs of conſequence, that 
regard the two parties, are treated ſeparate- 


ly ; for thoꝰ a ſenſe of their common intereſts obliges 
wo to'ſtudy.to maintain the league and union, yet 
it is certain. that the mutual confidence between the 
cantoos. is in ſome meaſure loſt, through the zeal of 
each party for their particular opinions, eſpecially 
of the Roman catholics. The annual general diets 


are held-always at Frauenfeld, or Baden, principally 


to regulate the affairs of the common bailiages. 
Lucern takes the lead of the Roman catholic 
cantons, being the moſt powerful of that deno- 
mination; but Zurich, though leſs powerful than 
that of Bern, takes the precedence of all the other 
cantons, both proteſtant and popiſh. -- Theſe can-

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tons do not make one commonwealth, but are 


ſo many independent ſtates, united together by 
ſtrict alliances for their mutual defence. The 
extraordinary diets or congreſſes are held at Al-

alſo the abbot and town of St. Gall, and the town 
of Biel, ſend repreſentatives as allies.

With reſpect to the public revenues, they are

but throughout Switzerland are in general, very 
good; that the manners of the people were, in many 
reſpects, greatly changed within fifty years before he 
viſited them, which was about thirty years ago, and 
cotiſequently muſt be much more ſo now; that, 
inſtead of the plainneſs and honeſt ſimplicity of 
their anceſtors, the love of ſuperfluities and high 
living greatly prevailed ; that luxury, pomp, and 
that Etuadon for foreign productions, which had 
infected moſt parts of Europe, had alſo extended 
its contagious influence to Switzerland, though not 
to ſuch a degree as in many other countries. Dr, 
Burnet ſays, that drinking is ſo common, and 

roduces ſo many quarrels and diforders, that the 

ailiffs not only ſubſiſt by the fines payable for 
them, but often get eſtates, carrying, perhaps, 
twenty thouſand crowns, at the end of five years, 
to Bern; that their law is ſhort and clear, inſomuch 
that the moſt intricate ſuit. is ended after two, 
or perhaps three hearings, either in the firſt in- 
ſtance, before the bailiff, or in the ſecond, at Bern; 
that the civility expreſſed in this country to women, 
at firſt meeting them, is not by ſaluting them, but 
ſhaking them by the hand, and that none but 
ſtrangers take off their hats to them. Mr. Addiſon 
ſays, that the peaſants are generally cloathed in a 

coarſe kind of canvas, the manufacture of the 
_ Country, and that their holiday cloaths go from 
father to ſon; ſo that it is not uncommon to ſee a 
Couritryman in his great grandfather's doublet and 
breeches ; that the belief of witchcraft prevailed 
among them ſo much, that there were ſome exe- 
cutions on that account while he was in the com 
: | that 
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that the queſtion, or torture, is uſed not only in 
this canton but all over Switzerland; that though 
the ſubjects of the ſtate are rich, the public is poor; 
and though they could oppoſe a ſudden invaſion, 
yet that their unkindly foil requires ſuch a number 
of hands to cultivate it, that they could not ſpare 
the reinforcements and recruits that would be neceſ- 
fary in a long war. Upon extraordinary occaſions, 
however, they boaſt that they could raiſe eighty 
thouſand men in twenty-four hours. This can- 
ton is divided into the German eountry, that is, 
that partof the canton in which the German tongue 
is ſpoken, and which is alſo called the antient can- 
ton, extending from Morat to the county of Ba- 
den; and the Roman, called alſo the Waal, and 
Pais de Vaud. In the former of theſe, which con- 
tains thirty. five bailiwics, and about three hun- 
dred pariſhes, the principal places are, 
Bern, which gives name to the whole canton, 
and is its capital. It is ſaid that the taking of a 
bear on the day on which the foundation of this 
city was laid, gave occaſion to its name, hence 
it is often in Latin called Arétopolis, i. e. the 
city of the Bear, and has a bear for its coat of 
arms. It is almoſt ſurrounded by the river Aar. 
The houſes are moſtly built of white free-ſtone, 
and, in the principal ſtreets, have piazzas, of 
arches, under them, for the conveniency, of walk- 
ing dry in wet weather, Moſt of the ſtreets are 
paved with flints and traverſed by a canal lined 
with free-ſtone, which is brought from a con- 
fiderable diſtance, and is very uſeful in carry- 
ing off the filth of the city, extinguiſhing fires, 
and other purpoſes. The city is large, ſtanding 
almoſt in the middle of the canton, and containing 
ſeveral churches, of which one is called the Great 
Church, and the firſt miniſter thereof, the dean, who 
is the head of the city-clergy. From an inſcrip- 
tion near the great door of this church, it n 
1 that 
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that the firſt ſtone of it was laid in 1421. Over 
the ſame door is a repreſentation of the laſt judge- 
ment, in which the ſculptor hath placed the pope 
among the damned. In this city is alſo a college 
with eight profeſſors, à large public library, and a 
muſeum; a ſtately granary, in which a great quan- 
tity of corn is always kept; a guildhall ; a well 
ſtored arſenal; and ſeveral hoſpitals. In the arſe- 
nal is a wooden ſtatue of the famous Tell, which 
ropreſents him as taking aim at the apple placed 
on the head of his ſon. There is alſo the ſta- 
rue of Berch told von Zahringen, the founder of 


the city; and two large horns of buffaloes or wild 


bulls, called in Latin Uri, ſuch as are. uſed in war 
by the canton of Uri inſtead of trumpets, and taken 
from it in the year 1712. Hard by alſo hang the 
groteſque drefles of thoſe who blew them. The 
inhabitants of Uri, who boaſt their deſcent. from 
the old Tau, bear a buffalo's head in their riſci, 
coat of arms; and the perſon who blows the great 
horn in time of war, is called the, bull of Uri. 
Tn the Dominican church, a hole in the wall is 
always ſhewn to ſtrangers, by means of which, 
it having a communication with the cell of a monk 
in an adjoining monaſtery, the pious fraud of mak- 
ing an image of the Virgin appear to ſpeak, was 
"once carried on, which for a while anſwered the 
| nd ge of the monks very well; but they were at 
laſt detected and puniſhed. This city, thoughlarger, 
is not ſo populous nor ſo well built as that of Zu- 
rich. On the eaſt ſide of it is a handſome ſtone 


bridge; and near the great church is a very fine

platform ſome hundred feet in height, which makes 
a moſt delightful walk, being planted with limes, 
and commanding a 1 2. proſpect, particularly 
of the mountains of the Griſons, covered with 


ſnow in the midſt of ſummer. In 1654 a ſtudent

leaped over this terrace without receiving any other 
hurt than breaking a leg, and lived many years af- 
ter, but the horſe was killed. Inthe upper part of 
the city are always kept a number of bears in two 
incloſures, with fir. trees for them to clamber and 
play upon. Of the burghers of Berne, only thoſe 
are qualified for the government and magiſtracy of 
of the city, who are the deſcendants of ſuch as 
were made burghers before the year 1635. Other 
qualifications are alſo neceſſary, in particular they 
muſt not be under thirty years of age, and muſt 
be enrolled in one of the twelve companies. To 


© obtain a country government, or to hold any con- 


ſiderable employment, the candidate alſo muſt be 
married. The great council, in which the ſove- 
reignty of the canton is veſted, conſiſts, when full, 
of two hundred and twenty-nine, but is generally 
much ſhort of that number, eighty or more often 
dying before their places are filled up. The leſſer 
council ſenate, or, as it is called, the daily council, 


| becauſe it meets every day, Sundays and holydays 


excepted, conſiſts of twenty-ſeven members, in- 


_ cluding the two prætors, or advoyers, the four tri- 


bunes of the people, the two treaſurers, and the 
two heimlichers, or ſecrecy-men, ſo called, becauſe 
to them all ſecrets relating to the tate are diſco- 
vered. The members of the great and little coun- 

cils mutually fill up the vacancies that hap- 


pen in theſe two colleges, How the bailiffs 


are choſen we have already taken notice. Our 


limits will not permit us to enter into any fur- 
ther detail with reſpect to the government, 


only it is to be obſerved in general, that all the 
officers of any note are choſen out of the 1 
— - 


The trade of the city is not very great, but was 


leſs before the French refugees ſettled therein; 


' ſame, however, doubt whether it has been a — 


by them, as by their introduction of French modes 
and luxury, they have helped to baniſh the antient 
Helvetic ſimplicity and frugality. The territory 
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immediately under its juriſdiction is divided into

It has a caſtle and particular privileges: in its 
neighbourhood alſo is a ſulphureous ſpring. 
Hultweil, a ſmall town in the bailiwic of Trach- 
ſelwald, on the frontiers of the canton. 

Laupen, a ſmall town at the conflux of the Sa- 
nen and Sanfen, giving name to a bailiwic,” which 
has the privilege of chuſing its own bailiff. 
| Thunn, a pretty town, and the capital of a bai- 
liwic, ſtanding four leagues ſouth-eaſt of Bern, 
by the fide of a fine lake, to which it gives name. 

Unterſeen, a ſmall town on the river Aar, be- 
tween the Thun and Brienz laxe. beer 

Wimmis, a large village or town in the Simmen 
vale, where the Saan cheeſe, ſo much eſteemed, is 
made. The inhabitants of the vale live chiefly on 
cheeſe, potatoes, and barley cakes; and their ordi- 
nary drink is milk or whey. There is a warm 
bath of great virtue in the valley, called Weiſzen-

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_.. Ratzli, a high hill in the caſtellany of Upper 
Simmenthal, commanding a view, which, at Arlt 
ſight, is apt to excite terror, over an eiſmeer, or 
icy lake, and ſeveral gletſchers, or hills, covered 


with ice and ſnow, all lying below it. 


Frutigen, a village which gives name to a caſ- 
tellany, conſiſting of a long valley. Throughout 
all Switzerland, there is no where ſuch plenty of 
ſulphur veins, nor ſuch rich ores, as in the neigh- 
bourhood of Kandelſtag in this valley. 

Haſzli, a village, giving name to a territory or 
valley of conſiderable extent, in which are fine 
woods of beech and pine, excellent roots, wild 
fowl of all kinds, chamois, and other mountain 
animals, together with mines, particularly of lead 
and iron, and fine chryſtals. Over a high moun- 
tain here called the Grimſel, or Grimllen- hill, 
lies a road, which is practicable only in ſummer, 
and is even then very difficult and dangerous, on 
account of the ice and ſnow: in ſome places there 
are bridges laid from one rock to another, in others, 
the road is hewn out of the ſolid rock, and in 
others guarded with walls. The inhabitants of this 
diſtrict, with great labour and expence, keep it in 
repair. On the top of the mountain is alake, and 
at the foot of it, on the highway, ſtands a houſe, 
called an hoſpital, though properly ſpeaking it is 
only an inn. The innkeeper, or hoſpitaller, as he 
is cal'ed, is appointed every five years by the land- 
holders of the Haſzli vale, and continues there as 
long as the road is practicable, accommodati 
travellers with victuals and drink. Such as are 
able pay for what they have ; but the poorer ſort 


' are entertained gratis, and the expence is defrayed 


by an annual collection made throughout the can- 
tons. Round the mountain runs an eiſthal, or ice 
valley, called Grimſelthal, in a part of which, 


named Zinkenberg, a cryſtal pit was diſcovered in 


3 1719, 
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1719, wherein was found chryſtal to the valye of 
upwards of thirty thouſand rix-dollars; many pieces 
dugout of it weighing from four to ſeven and eight 
hundred pounds, moſt of which were without a 
flaw, and perfectly tranſparent. The inhabitants 
of this diſtrict have a particular diale& of their 
own. They put themſelves under the ſovereignty 
of Bern in 1333, but with a reſerve of their antient 
rights and uſages, _ | 
Praubrunnen, a village, in Latin Fons beatæ Vir- 
Nair on the high road between Bern and Solothurn. 
Near it, as we are told by travellers, is a ſtone pillar 
with an inſcription, importing, that in the year 
1375, a body of Engliſh were defeated there by 
the Berners. The real fact, it would ſeem, was 
this : one Coucy, a nobleman of . mar- 
ried the daughter of Leopold, the Magnani- 
mous, of Auſtria, and, by way of portion, ob- 
tained a right to ſome imperial cities in Switzer- 
land; but he died in 1349. It is probable there- 
fore, that a ſon, or — other relation of his, 
marched ſome troops into Switzerland to aſſert his 
claim; and as a great part of France was then 
ſubject to the Engliſn, the army he brought with 
him was, no doubt, partly compoſed of that na- 
tion. 5 | 
Grindelwald, a village in the bailiwic of Inter- 
lachen, or Interlappen, giving name to a vale, in 
which are ſeveral ice · mountains and lakes, Here, 


| in particular, are Aa great many bluiſh ice-hills, 


formed by the maſſes of ice and ſnow that have 
fallen from the more lofryGletſchers, or ice · moun- 
tains, that ſurround them, which, from the verdure 
and contraſt of other mountains, are very ſtriking 
to the ſpectator, and draw a great reſort of ſtrangers 

to ſee them. | 
Brienz, a village which gives name to a large 
lake, ſurrounded with high rugged mountains.

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= Wangen, Buren, Arberg, Beberſtein, and 
Spietz, ſmall towns. The three firſt ſtand on the 
Aren, and give name to bailiwics; and the laſt is

The Warscnen-Lande, Waar, or Pais Dt 
Vavup, in which the French is the current lan- 
guage, and molt of which the city of Bern took 
" trom the dukes of Savoy in 1536, is a fine 
© country, abounding with vineyards, corn-fields, 
and paſtures, twenty-four leagues in length from 
Geneva to Morat, and bounded on the ſouth 
by the Valais and Savoy; and on the weſt with 
the county of Gex and Franche-Comte. The 
Places of moſt note in it are, 2 


Aäelen, or Elen, in French Aigle, a large market- 
town, giving name to a government or lordſhip, 
which conſiſts of fertile hills and vales, producin 
fine fruits and —— wines, with marble an 
ſulphur, ſome falt ſprings, and a large breed of 
cattle. . * 4" 
Vevay, or Vivis, a pretty large flouriſhing town 
on the Wake of Ger e miles foe Lau- 
ſanne. Here is a college for the inſtruction of 
youth, the moſt conſiderable of any in the Pais de 
Vaud, next to that of Lauſanne. In one of the 
' churches is a monument of Edmund Ludlow, 
eſquire, one of king Charles Ps judges, who died 
here in the ſeventy-third year of his age. Over

Here is likewiſe the monument of orie Broughton,

This 
town gives name to a bailiwic, in which is alſo La 
Tour de Pelie, and Villeneuve, ſmall towns, the 
latter at the head of the lake; and Chillion, once 
a ſeat on the lake, but now an arſenal and gra- 
3 the capital of the Pais de Vaud, and 
the ſecond city of the whole canton, ſtanding one 
long mile from the lake, twenty-ſix from Geneva, 
and forty from Bern. Before the Reformation it 
was à biſhop's ſee: the biſhop then retired to 
Fribourg in the Briſgau, where his ſucceſſors have 
reſided ever ſince, with the title of biſhop, of Lau- 
ſanne, which was once alſo a free imperial city, and 
ſtill enjoys great privileges, being poſſeſſed of the 
criminal juriſdiction, and alſo of the civil, except 


in cauſes above the value of twelve hundred flo- 


.rins, which are carried before the council of Bern. 
Here is a college founded in 1537, for the in- 
ſtruction of youth intended for the miniſtry. 
The cognizance of criminal affairs belongs entirely 
to one quarter of the town, called St. Francis, 


and in that is one ſtreet, of which, if any of the 


inhabitants is guilty of a capital crime, the others 


haye the ſole power of condemning or acquitting 


him. The whole town conſiſts of ſteep* aſcents 
and deſcents, and takes its name from its fitua- 


tion betwixt the brooks Laus and Anna. It 


2 name to a bailiwic, the bailiff of which re- 
ſides in the caſtle, which was formerly the biſhop's 
palace, and has ſome juriſdiction in the town. In 
the college here, Theodore Beza tranſlated the 


Pſalms into French verſe; and the firſt profeſſor f 


law eſtabliſned in it, was the late learned Barbey- 
rac, who died a profeſſor in one of the Dutch uni- 
verſities. The great church, whieh was antiently 


the cathedral, is a large Gothic ſttucture, ſaid to 


have been two hundred years in building: there 


63 e 
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are two hundred and ſeventy- two marble columns 
in it, ſome of which, we are told, are of one piece. 
In the wall is a fiſſure, once large enough for a man 
to creep through, which was occaſioned by an 
earthquake in 1634, and, ten years after, was 


cloſed up by another. On the eaſt ſide of the 


town is a very pleaſant walk, with a charmin 
roſpect of the city, and the lake, which, —. 
half a league off, ſeems to be hard by: the 
view is much the ſame from the terrace by the 
church. In ſhort, ſuch is the beauty of 
this country, the charming contraſt of hills and 
vallies, corn fields, meadows, vineyards, and woods, 
with the additional recommendation of a noble 


lake and mild government, that perſons of all 


ranks and countries flock hither, and to the other 
towns in the Pais de Vaud. The bailiwic to 
which this town gives name, is the largeſt in the 
whole country, and contains ſeveral other ſmall 
towns, as St. Saphorin, noted for its wine, Cu- 
illi, Luſtry, and Vilette, all on the lake; Corzi ſus 
Vevay, or Corſier, ſituated in Rys-vale, which is 


celebrated for its wine, known by the name of 


Ryft wein. 


- - Morſee, in French Morges, a ſmall but pleaſant 


town on the lake, a league and half ſouth-weſt of 


_ Lauſanne. It gives name to a bailiwic, in which 


is St. Prix, a walled market-town, having a fa- 
mous mineral ſpring in its neighbour ; Coſ- 
ſonay, a ſmall town, in a valley. on the river Ve- 
noge; L'Iſle, a market town, Rolle, a town on 


the lake, giving name to a barony; and other ſmall 


Aubonne, a ſmall town, at a little diſtance from 
Geneva, giving name to a bailiwic, and containin 
a caſtle, whence there is a moſt enchanting proſpe 
of the lake and neighbouring country, | 
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Nyon, a ſmall town on the lake, with a caſtle, 
It gives name to a bailiwic, and is ſuppoſed to be 
the Colonia Equeſtris of Julius Cæſar. There are 
ſtill ſome remains of Roman antiquities about it; 
in particular, at the diſtance of about five miles, 


are to be ſeen the ruins of Cæſar's wall, which 


— from mount Jura to the borders of the 
lake.

Coppet, a ſmall town on the lake, with a heau- 
tiful caſtle. belonging to a burgher of St. Gall. It 
gives name to a barony famous for its red wine, 
Yverdon, a pretty town, at the head of the lake 
of Neuſchatel, where the Orbe falls into it, twenty 


miles from Lauſanne, It gives name to a bailiwic, 
in which is Eſclees, a mean little town, with St. 


Croix, and ſeveral other villages. | . 
Milden, a ſmall town on the Broye, which gives 
name to a bailiwic, containing La Serra, a i mall 
town; Lucens, a caſtle ; and ſeveral villages. 
Wiftfliſburg, in French Avenche, and antiently 
Aventicum, a ſmall town, five miles ſouth - weſt of 
Bern, near the lake of Murat. In Julius Cæſar's 


time it was the capital of all Switzerland, and ma- 


ny Roman coins, and other antiquities, are ſtill 
found about it: here alſo are the remains of ſe- 


veral Roman works. The town gives name to 


a bailiwic, in which is alſo Cudreſin, a ſmall town 

on the lake of Neufchatel; and Grandcourt, a 

{mall town, with a caſtle. | 
Petterlingen, in French Payerne, a pretty little 


town, two leagues, from Avenche, on the river 


Broye, over which it has a ſtone bridge. Its reve- 
nue and privileges are conſiderable, and it gives 
name to a bailiwic. by | 
Romainmotier, in Latin Romani Monaſterium, 
a ſmall town on the river Noſon, among high 


mountains. It gives name to a bailiwic, in which 


is the lac de Jou, or lake of Jour, about two 
Cc4 | leagues 
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leagues in length, and half a league in ' breadth, 
The inhabitants of this bailiwic, and indeed of all 
the parts of Mount Jura-dependent on the canton 
of Bern, go to church not only with their ſwords, 
but alſo with their muſkers and ſcrewed bayonets, 
which they keep, during divine ſervice, either be- 
ed their legs, or place in a corner of the 
church. | | 


In the diſtrict called the Axcav, from its ſituation 
on both ſides the Aar, are the four towns of 
Brugg or Bruck, Lenzburg, Arau, and Zof- 
fingen, which ſubmitted to this canton in 1415, 

but are independent of any bailiwic, and enjoy 
7 privileges under the immediate ſovereignty 
of Bern, : 


Brugg or Bruck, in Latin Pons Arulæ, is ſo 
called trom its fine ſtone bridge, over the Aaar or 


Aren. Here are ſeveral councils, from which an 


appeal lies to the German council at Bern. It is 
a pretty large well built city, and has a hand- 
ſome town-houſe, with a public library, college, 
and granary. In the neighbourhood of this town 
formerly ſtood Vindoniſſa, a town of Helvetia, de- 
ſtroyed by Conſtantius; and the rich abbey of Ko- 
nigsfelden. The celebrated old caſtle of Habſburg, 
the original family ſeat of the counts of that title, 
from whom deſcended the auguſt houſe of Au- 
ſtria, ſtands high, on che river Aar, about a league 
from Brogg, and was built in the eleventh century, 
by Werner, biſhop of Straſburg. ab 
Venzburg is a neat little town, with a caſtle, 
ſeated on a mountain, in a pleaſant fertile country, 
and giving name to a bailiwic of great extent; but 
the bailiff has little or no authority in the town. 
Arau is not a very large but a very pleaſant town, 
ſeated on the Aaar, from which it takes its * 
17 5 an 
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and on which it has a covered bridge. It ſtands 
thirty miles north-eaſt of Bern, and is noted 
for being the place where the proteſtant towns 


and cantons hold their aſſemblies. Here alſo an 


- end was ee. the war that broke out, in 1712, 

between ſome of the proteſtant and popiſh cantons. 
The inhabitants are ſo jealous of their franchiſes, 
that if a burgher, condemned by his judges, ap- 
peals to Bern, he loſes his freedom. To the town 
ao belong the high and low juriſdiction within 
its diſtrict. _ | WW. | 
AZoffingen is a ſmall town, ſeated on the river 
Wigger, and under its own regency. {Here is 
a public library, enriched with ſome curious ma- 
nuſcripts, and increaſing every day. Nicholas 
Dut, who was advoyer of this town, and as fuch 
carried its -colours at the battle of Sempach, in 
1386, finding himſelf furrounded by the enemy, 
tore the colours in pieces, and crammed them into 
his mouth, where they were found after his death, 
and carried back to the town-houle.

This canton is the largeſt and moſt powerful of 
the popiſn cantons, its greateſt ſength being about 
forty-eight” miles, and its greateſt breadth about 


| thirty-two. It is bounded on the eaſt by the can- 


tons of Zug and Schweiz, and the free provinces, 
towards the north and weſt it rerminates on the 
canton of Zern, and towards the ſouth on the can- 
ton of Underwalden. A part of the canton is 


mountainous, yet yields good paſture, both for 


ſheep and cattle : the more level parts are fruit- 
ful in corn, ſo that it has not only enough for itſelf, 
but alſo to ſpare to its neighbours, the leſſer and 
more barren cantons. There are ſeveral lakes in 
it, great or ſmall, abounding with fiſh, and alſo

| _ ariſtocratical, and its chief. revenue ariſes from the 


eſtates of the extinct nobility : it is ſaid to be able 
to raiſe fifteen hundred men, and is noted for its 
inveteracy againſt proteſtantiſm. The places of 


moſt note in the canton are, 


Lucern, from which it has its name, ſtanding 
on à branch of the four foreſt-towns lake, called 
alſo the lake of Lucern, where the Ruſz iſſues from 
it; twenty-two miles from Zurich, and twenty-four 
from Bern, It is a con iderable thoroughtare to 
Italy, and contains an arſenal, a magnificent Jeſuit's 
college and town houſe, ſeveral convents, with a ca- 
thedral or collegiate church, in which is-an organ 
ſo large that an ordinary man may creep into the 
greater pipes. A nuncio from the pope uſually 
reſides here. The town is ſuppoſed to have had 


its name from a lucerna, or lantern, ſet up here to 


direct paſſengers on the lake in the night. The 
government of the town and canton. is lodged in 
a great and little council, choſen out of the burgh- 
ers.. The catholic cantons uſually have their par- 
ticular diet here. Both town and canton are in the

This canton is bounded to the north by the 
canton of Schwitz ; to the ſouth by ſome of the 
Italian bailiwics; to the eaſt by the Griſons, and 
the canton of Glaris; and on the weſt by the can- 
tons of Bern and Underwald. Its length is about 
ſixty miles, and its breadth upwards of twenty. 


It conſiſts almoſt every where of high mountains and 


deep vallies. The mountain called St. Gotthardſ- 
berg, is the higheſt in Switzerland, if not in Eu- 
rope. A road lies over it to Italy, which aſcends 


continually for eight hours, or twenty-four miles, 


and is praCticable not only to horſes, but carriages. 
The height of the mountain, the ſnow and ice, 
woods, naked rocks,  precipices, caſcades, green 
paſtures, lakes, the noiſe of the river Ruſz, and 
other torrents, heightened by the echoes among 
the hollows of the mountain, preſent altogether, 


both to the eyes and ears of a traveller, a very ro- 


mantic, awful, and majeſtic ſcene. In a certain 
part of the mountain, near the highway, is'a Ca- 
Puchin convent, in which two fathers conſtantly. 

was attend, 
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attend, and, for. a ſmall conſideration, accommo- 
date travellers with whatever is wanted. Many 
thouſand head of cattle graze on this, and the 

other mountains here, in ſummer z and great quan- 
tities of cheeſe, are made on them. The vales be- 
tween theſe moutitains are excceding hot in ſum- 
mer, and yield the moſt luxuriant crops of graſs: 

moſt beautiful chryſtals alſo are often found among 
them. The inhabitants are a hardy, vigorous, 


and brave people, but noted for their blind zeal 


and bigotry. Moſt part of the income of this ſtate 
ariſes from the impoſts on goods carried betwixt 


Italy and Germany, and the annual penſions they 


receive from the kings of France and Spain. They 


have no wine, little corn, and few or no manu- 
factures; but plenty of wood, fiſh, black cattle, 
butter, and cheeſe, with which they purchaſe 


what neceſſaries they want. They are .reckoned 


about twenty thouſand in number, of which. thoſe 
of better faſhion live by the flocks and herds they 
keep in their grounds; and the meaner ſort by 
7 5 theſe herds, or hawk ing and peddling Ger- 
an and Italian 3p oy yerament here is 
mocrati in other petty, cantons, 
where they 1 hardly any towns, but live dil 
perſed in villages.

Galeazzo Maria, duke of Milan, ceded this valley 
to the canton in 1446. Its inhabitants are Italians, 
dependent in ſpirituals on the biſhop of Camo, and 
governed by a bailiff ſent from Uri. | 
Urſerenthal, or Urſeren valley, which is about 
three leagues iu length, and one in breadth, and 
yields. good paſturage, but wants wood; ſo that 
the inhabitants have no other fuel, but wild roſe- 
trees, and a kind of heath or broom.

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This canton to the ſouth borders on Uri; to the 
north on the Zurich ſee; to the eaſt on Glaris; and 
to the weſt on Lucern, Zug, and Zurich.

are much the ſame as thoſe of Uri: its inhabitants

with black cattle, game, butter, and cheeſe. In

the ſecond in rank among theſe, yet it has the 
honour of giving name to the whole confederacy.

Lachen, a ſmall place, with a harbour, on the 
lake of Zurich, and in the diſtrict of March or 
Mark. That diſtrict, which is fruitful, and lies 
along the lake, belonged to the houſe of Auſtria, 
till 1405, when being reduced by the people of 
Appenzel, it was transferred by them to this can- 
ton, as an acknowledgment for their aſſiſtance. 
The inhabitants have great privileges, 

Einfidlen, a ſmall town, near the river Meuſe, 
ten miles north-eaſt from Schweiz. Here is a rich 
Benedictine abbey, the abbot of which has the title 


of prince, and is lord of the town and its territory, 


under the ſovereignty, or rather the protection of 
the canton. Paracelſus, the famous. phyſician, 
was born here, and died at Saltzburg in 1540. 
It was owing to the prodigious reſort of pilgrims 


to the abbey, to pay their vows or devotions to the 


Virgin, that the neighbouring country, which was 
formerly a gloomy foreſt, is now full of villages 
and farm houſes. . Over the door of the chapel of 
the Virgin is inſcribed, in large characters, theſe 
words, Hic eſt plena remiſſio peccatorium a culpa & 
a pena ; i. e. Here is full remiſſion both of the 

ilt and puniſhment of ſinners. The treaſure of 
the abbey is of immenſe value : in particular, here 
is a large pyx, which, beſides one hundred and ſixty 
ounces of gold, is adorned with one hundred and 
ſeventy-four large pearls, three hundred and three 
diamonds, thirty - eight ſapphires, one hundred 
and fifty- four emeralds, eight hundred and ſixty 
Tubies, forty- four garnets, twenty-ſix hyacinths, 
and nineteen amethyſts. The abbey was rebuilt 


in 1704, and is a large ſplendid edifice, contain- 


ng 
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ing magnificent apartments for the abbot, with a 
library, and convenient rooms for the recluſes, 
and the entertainment of ſtrangers. . The church 
of our Lady is embelliſhed with maſterly paintings, 
rich guildings, and moſt delicate. ſtucco - work. 
In the diſtrift belonging to the abbey is alſo a nun- 
nery, containing a treaſure of great value, and de- 
pendent on the abbey, which i alſo poſſeſſed of 
the Aufnau, a ſmall delightful iſland in the 
- Zurichſee, with lands, juriſdictions, and preroga- 
tives, in many other places. 
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This canton is divided by a foreſt into two 
parts, denominated Ober and Underwald, i, e. 
above and below the foreſt; but the canton bears 
only the name of the latter. Northward and veſt- 
ward it is bounded by the canton and part of the lake 
of Lucern; ſouthward by the cantons of Uri and 
Bern; eaſtward by that of Uri; being eighteen 
miles from north to ſouth, and fifteen from eaſt 
to weſt. Here is little corn or wine, but fine 
fruits, paſtures, woods, and cattle, with lakes, mi- 
neral ſprings, and quarries, of marble. ' One of 
its vallies is called e Melchthal, or Milk- Vale. 
The two parts mentioned above make two; com- 
munities, Which have each their reſpę give chief, 
diet, council, ſeal, banner, and officers ;- but as 
they both conſtitute only one canton, they have 
alſo a common. council. Both are of the popiſh 
religion, and in the dioceſe of Conſtance: as 
the Oberwald has two thirds. of the public re- 
venue, it pays alſo two-thirds of the public ex- 
pences. Though both ſend a reprefentative to the 
general diet of the cantons, yet they have but one 
voice: this canton ſhook off the Auſtrian yoke 
at the ſame time as the two laſt deſcribed. The 
capital of the vale above the foreſt is Sarnen, — 
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the river Aar, and of that below Stanz. The 
diet of the laſt is held annually, in a meadow; and 
every male in it above twenty has a vote, not only in 
the diet, but alſo in the criminal court.

This canton, in Latin Pagus Jugienſis, is bound- 
ed on che eaſt and north by that of Zurich, on the 
ſouth by Schweiz and Lucern, and on the weſt by 
the canton of Lucern and the Freye-Amt, or Free 
Provinces. It is not above twelve miles either 
way, but much more populous and fruitful than 
any of the three former, yielding wine, wheat, 
cheſnuts, and other fruits, in its vales, and ex- 
cellent paſture on its mountains.

This canton, in Latin Pagus Glarenenſis, is 
bounded on the eaſt by the county of Sargans and 
the Griſons; on the weſt by the-eanton of Schwitz 
and Uri, on the ſouth by the Griſons and Uri, and 
on the north by the bailiwic of Gaſter and the 
March. It is ſurrounded on all ſides, except to- 
wards the north, with lofty mountains, one of 
which, called e is almoſt impaſſable. The 
principal valley extends from north to ſouth, above 
twenty miles, and is ſaid to be very ſubject to earth - 
quakes. The other vales yield good paſturage, 
but little corn or pulſe. Vaſt Venen e 
black cattle, goats, and ſheep, graze both on the 
mountains and in the vallies, and great quantities 
of butter and cheeſe are made in both. The 
mountains yield alſo wood, ſlate, chryſtal, mineral 
Waters, and baths, and the rivers and lakes abound 
with fiſh. © The government, like that of the pre- 
ceding petty cantons, is de mocratical; but, the 
reater part of the inhabitants are proteſtants. 
Their principal buſineſs is grazing. About ſome 
of the lakes, the winds are remarkably, regular 
in their riſing, falling, and. ſhifting ; for in the 
morning an eaſterly breeze ſets in, and continues 
until ten, when a calm enſues until noon, then a 
weſterly breeze ſprings up until ſun-ſet, when, if 
the weather is fair, it ſhifts to the eaſt. | Dr. Bur- 
net tells” us, that in all ſuits at law here, betwixt 
thoſe of different religions, two-thirds of the judges 
muſt be of the religion of the defendagt.

them by Francis I. king of France, when he was 
was maſter of the Milaneſe; but Appenzel has no 
| ſhare in them, becauſe it was not a member of the 
confederacy at the time when they were ceded. 
Every two years the regent FANLONS alternately 
nominate a bailiff over them, 
The bailiwic of Bellenz yields excellent paſturage 
for cattle, abundance of cheſnuts, and ſome good 
wine. Its capital, Bellenz, is a conſiderable town, 
not far from the conflux of the Ticino and Mæſa.

The bailiwic of Meynthal, or Val Maggia, takes 
its name from the river Maggia,” 7 traverſes 
it.

Under the protection of the four foreſt towns, 
namely, Lucern, Uri, Schweiz, and Underwalden, 
are Engelberg abbey, and the borough of Gerſau.

It is ſurrounded by 
high walls, and ;has one gate opening into. the 
town, and another towards its territory. Within 
the walls is alſo the abbot's palace, with a conven- 
tual church, in which are preſerved the bones 
of St. Gall, and a library, famous for its an- 

tient and rare manuſcripts. The number of the 

monks is ſixty, by, and from among whom, the 

abbot is choſen, who is immediately ſubject to the 

pope, and a prince of the empire; but he has no 

ſeat nor vote in the diet thereof, nor furniſhes any 

quota or tax, though he takes the inveſtiture of 

his territories, and the regalia, from the emperor. 

As an ally of the cantons, his. deputies have a ſeat 

and voice in the general diets and meetings of 7-4

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al, cuphearer, and chamberlain; and, befides 


the county ot Togpgenburg, and what is called the 


Old Territory, with his poſſeſſions in the Thurgau, 
and Upper Rheinthal, he has ſome lordſhips in 
Swabia, with certain rights and juriſdictions in 
other parts of Germany.

St. Gall is a fine large town, in the Upper 
Thurgau, near the river Steinach, ſix miles from 
the lake, and thirteen from the city of Conſtance.

Here are ſeveral churches, 
with a gymnaſium, in which is the city- library,. a 
town-houſe, alms-houſe, and arſenal. Though 
the territory belonging to the town is barren, the 
inhabitants are generally rich, and live at their eaſe, 
having a great trade in linen, with eight bleaching- 
grounds, and ſeveral fulling-mills along the river 
Sittern 5 beſides, the town is a great thorough» 
fare betwixt Germany and Italy, Its ſituation near 
the lake alſo is very advantageous to it, and tho it 
was formerly. ſubject to the abbot, yet it is now a 
republic, and. ſends deputies to the general diet;

Tze 'GRISON LEAGUES. 


The country of the Griſons is bounded on 


the north by the counties of Surgans and Blu- 
denz, the canton of 'Glaris, and the 'printipa- 
lity of Lichtenſtein; on the ſouth by the cantons 
Italian bailiwics, the county of Chavenne, and the 
Valteline; on the eaſt by the territories of Venice 
and Milan; and on the weſt by ſome of the Italian 
bailiwics, and the canton of Uri. It is divided in- 


to three leagues, viz. che Griſon or Grey league, 


the league of the houſe of God, and that of the 
ten Juriſdictions. The two firſt lie towards the 
ſouth, and the third towards the north. The 
length of the whole is above ſeventy miles, and the 

breadth about ſixty. The inhabitants are ſaid to 


have had the name of Griſons from the grey coats 


they wore in former times. This country, lying 


among the Alps, is very mountainous ; but the 


mountains yield good paſture for cattle, ſheep, and 
goats, with ſome rye and barley: in the vallies 
there is plenty of grain, pulſe, fruits, and wine, 
with mineral ſprings; good hay alſo is made theres 


© This country alſo abounds with hogs and wild 


fowl; but there is a ſcarcity of fiſh and ſalt, 
and'their horſes are moſtly purchaſed of foreigners.

of the Griſons is either a cortupt Italian, or the 


German. About two-rhirds of the inhabitants are 


Calviniſts, and the reſt papiſts; the latter of whom 


in ſpirituals, are under the biſnop of Coire, ex- 
cept a few that are in the dioceſe of Como. Each 
of the leagues is ſubdivided into ſeveral leſſer com- 
munities, which are ſo many democracies, every 
male, above fixteen, having a ſhare in the go- 
vernment of the community, and a vote in the 
election of magiſtrates. Deputies from the ſeve- 
ral communities conſtitute the general diet of the 
Griſon leagues, which meets annually, and alter- 
nately, at the capital of each league; but they can 
conclude nothing without the conſent of their con- 
ſtituents. This country was antiently a part of 
Rhetia. After the extinction of the Roman em- 
pire in the weſt, it was ſometime ſubject to its 
own dukes, or thoſe of Swabia. Then the biſhop of 
Coire, and other petty princes, dependent on the 
emperors of Germany, became maſters of great 
part of it: at laſt, by the extinction of its lords, 
purchaſe voluntary grants, and force the Refor- 


mation, it got rid of all its lords, and erected itſelf 


into three diſtinct republics, each of which, as we 
obſerved already, are ſubdivided into a certain 
number of communities, which are a fort of re- 
publics, exerciſing every branch of ſovereignty, 
except that of making peace or war, ſending em- 
baſſies, concluding alliances, and enacting laws 
relating to the whole country, which belong to 
the provincial diets of the ſeveral es. The 
communities may be compared to the cities of 
Holland, and the diets of the ſeveral leagues to 
the provincial ſtates. The particular diets are com- 
ps of a deputy from each community; and 
oth in them, ad 


munities 


D the communities, every thing 
is determined by a majority of votes. In the com- 
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munities every male, above ſixteen, has a vote; 
Beſides the annual provincial diets for chuſing the 
chiefs, and other officers, and deliberating on the 
affairs of the reſpective leagues, there are general 
diets for what concerns all the three leagues, or 
whole body. In both theſe, the L ä 
can do nothing of themſelves, but are tied down 
to the inſtructions of their principals: however, 
as all reſolutions are decided by the plurality of 
votes, and as the proteſtants are at leaſt two-thirds 
of the people, this republic may be deemed a pro- 
teſtant ſtate, There is a general ſeal. for all the 
three leagues; and each particular league has a 
ſeparate ſeal. Beſides the ſtated times of meeting, 
extraordinary diets are ſometimes ſummoned, when 
either the domeſtic affairs of the ſtate, or any fo- 
reign miniſter require it. In the general diets, 
the Grey league has twenty- eight votes, that of the 
houſe of God twenty- three, and that of the Ten 
Juriſdictions fifteen. Theſe leagues, at different 
times, have entered into cloſe alliances with the 


neighbouring cantons, and their aſſociates. The 


bailiwics belonging in common to the three leagues 
are thoſe of the Valteline, Chieavene, Bormio, 
Meyenfeld, Malans, and Jennins; the officers of 
Which are nominated ſucceſſively by the ſeveral 
communities, every two years. The yearly re- 
venue ariſing to the Griſons from their bailiwics is 
ſaid to amount to about thirteen thouſand five hun- 
dred florins. The public revenues altogether 
are but ſmall, though there are many private per- 
ſons in the. country that are rich. However, in 
caſe of any extraordinary emergency, they tax 
themſelves in proportion to the neceflity of the ſer- 
vice, and the people's abilities. They have no re- 
gular troops, but a well diſciplined militia, and 
upon occaſion, it is ſaid, can bring a body of thirty

The countries or territories ſubje& to the three 

GR1SoNs leagues lie at the foot of the Alps, near 

the entrance of Italy, and conſiſt of the Valteline, 
and the counties of Bormio and Chiavenna. 


The Valteline, in Latin, Vallis Tellina, is 
upwards of thirty miles in length, and from 
eight to twenty in breadth. It is exceeding fruit- 
fuf and pleaſant, being watered by the Adda, 
which abounds with fiſh, ſcreened from the northern 
blaſts by high mountains, and beautifully inter- 
iperſed - with corn - fields, meadows, vineyards, 
cheſnut, and other fruit trees. There is a red 
wine produced here, of a moſt delicious flavour, 
and ſo ſtrong a body, that it will keep a whole cen- 
tury, improving both in taſte and wholeſomeneſs, 
and gradually turning paler, till at length its red- 
neſs totally diſappears. The culture of filk and 
wine cheifly. engroſſing the attention of the inha- 
bitants, grazery is too much neglected, and even 
a part of the corn conſumed in the country is im- 


ported. Here are ſeveral baths and mineral waters, 
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with ſome iron works. . So fertile is the country, 
where duly cultivated, that tiny have ſometimes 
three crops in a year; the firſt of wheat, rhe ſecond 
of millet, and the third of turnips, or other garden- 
ſtuff. The ſtrength of the wine is in a great mea- 
fure owing to the ſituation of the mountains, which 
running eaſt and weſt, the vineyards have the be- 
nefit of the ſun the whole day. The trouts of the 
Adda are fat and delicious, and fo large, that they 
weigh from fifty to fixty pounds. The language of 
the country is a _— Italian, and the religion 
popery; there were formerly many proteſtants 
here, but they were all maſfacred, in the year 
1620, without regard to age, ſex, or quality. 
This country, as well-as thoſe of Bormio and Chia- 
venna, belonged: antiently to the ſee of Chur; but 
| Having been wreſted from it by the dukes of Milan, 
and recovered again with the affiſtance of the three | 
leagues, the biſhop, in 1530, transferred all the 
rights of his ſee to the leagues, on condition, that 
every two years, five hundred and ſevehty-three 
florins ſhould be paid to the biſhop for the time, 
being out of the cuſtoms levied at Chiavanna. 
The principal officers in the Valteline are appointed 
every two years by the Grifons. Every two years 
alſo, each league ſends three deputies, with two 
clerks and a lawyer, to hear the complaints of the 
people againſt the officers ſet over them, and to 
redreſs their grievances. The inhabitants ate poſ- 
feſſed of particular privileges, and have the choice 
of certain offieers. The name of the county is de- 
rived from the village of Tell, ſituated on the top 
of a hill. There are veſſels uſed in the kitchens 
bete. and almoſt all over Lombardy, matle of a ſtone 
called lovege, which feels ' oily and fraly, and is 
ſomewhat of the nature of ſlate. This ſtone is dug 
out of three mines, one near Chiavenna, another 
in chis country, and a third in that of the — 


* 
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Dr. Burnet ſays, that the pots made of this ſtone 
boil meat ſooner than thoſe of meral, thovgh their 
bottoms are twice as thick as the other. The paſ- 
ſage into the mine here is not above three feet wide, 
for near half a mile, through a rock; ſo that the 
who draw out the ſtones creep all along on che 
bellies, having a candle faſtened to their Preben 
and the ſtone laid on a ſort of cuſhion made for 
it on their hips. This country is defended by 
mountains, through which there are narrow paſſes, 
where a. few men may withſtand great armies. 
Bleau computed the inhabitants at about twenty- 
five thouſand, of which four thouſand were fit to 
bear arms. Their chief trade is in wine, cattle, 
hides, tallow, butter, and cheeſe. Travellers ob- 
ſerve, that there is ſcaree a people upon earth that 
live under a mildef government, anc enjoy greater 
privileges, than thoſe of the Valteline. It is a 
pleaſant valley, ſtretehed out between the lake of 
Como on the weſt, and Tyrol on the eaſt, with 
the country of the Gritons on the north, and the 
dominions of Venice on the ſouth; and is divided :

The Country of Box uo, called by the Ger: 
It F | mans WORMS. 18047 | 
This country is environed on all ſides by high 
mountains, of which there are alſo many within it. 
The air is pure and healthy, and the ſoil, though it 
yields no wine, and little fruit, yet is fruitful in 
corn, honey, iron ore, and rich paſtures, which 
feed great numbers of cows, ſheep, and goats, 
The Adda has its ſource in this country. The 
inhabitants are all papiſts, and amount to about 
fourteen. thouſand, . They have a governor, ap- 
inted by the Griſons, and ſtiled a podeſtat; 
but enjoy all their antient rights and privileges. 
The only place in the country of any note is that 
from vhich it takes its name, which ſtands near the 
Adda, twenty-two miles from Sondrio, forty from 
Chiavenna, and fifty from Coire. It is the reſi · 
dence of the governor, ſent hither every two years 
from the Griſons, and is a pretty large populous 
place. One of the vales here is called Maglia 
Vaccha, Pr} Cow, from the many cows killed in 
it by falls from the neighbouring mountains; and 
another is tiled the Freel Valley, in Latin Vallis 
Fera, or Ferrea, from the iron-ore; ſmelting houſes, 
and forges in it. A narrow defile between two 
high mountains, through which the Adda paſſes, is

This county is upwards. of twenty miles long, 
and about eighteen in breadth. Though very 
moynfainous, it is well peopled, and yields good 
-  paltff, fruits, and wines, but not a ſufficiency of 
corn. The air in ſummer is exceſſive hot, but not 
n wholeſome, except when loaded with yapours 
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from the lake of Como. The inhabitants employ 
a great *number of pack-horſes, and carry on a 
good trade in cattle, wine, filk, butter, cheeſe, 
and kitchen utenſils, made of the ſtone or late 
mentioned above. Beſides the rivers Mera, or Maira, 
and Lira, here is a lake, called the Lago de Chia- 
venna. The number of the inhabitants is ſaid to 
be about five thouſand, and their religion is the 
Roman catholic. The county is divided into two 
diſtricts, over each of which an amtmann, or ſtew- 
ard, is appointed by the Griſons every two years. 
The only place of any note in it is, | 
Chiavenna, a pretty large well built town, ſtand- 
ing on the river Maira, eighteen miles from Son- 
drio, and thirty-two from Coire. In the adjacent 
mountains are caves, in which the inhabitants lay 
up their wines; and in the town is a ay” ware- 
houſe for goods conſigned to Italy or Germany. 
Here one of the ſtewards reſides, with the title of 
commiſſary. A part of the town was formerly de- 
ſtroyed by the fall of a mountain. . bb 
There is a diſtrict here named Piuri, Piuro, or 
'Plurs, from a town which, in the year 1618, was fo 
overwhelmed by the fall of a mountain, that not 
the leaſt trace of it hath ſince appeared. Over a hill, | 
called the Splug-hill, there is a ſerpentine roa 
hewn out among ſuch rocks and precipices, that 
many who pals along it are ſeized with'a vertigo. 
In all the three countries above deſcribed, eheſ- 
nuts are the ordinary food of the common people, 
and vines are ſaid tothrive to ſuch a degree, that 
there are ſometimes near five hundred grapes on 
a ſmall branch; and though land, in ſome places, 
ſells for eighteen pence a yard, yet jt produces five

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+ The Barony of HALDENSTEIN. 
_ »: Haldenſtein is a free independent barony, about 
three miles below Chur, on the Rhine. It is under 
the protection of the Griſon Leagues, and takes its 
name from the village of Haldenſtein, which has a 
palace in it, and a ſmall caſtle above it. For the 
protection granted it by the Griſons, it is obliged, 
when required, to furniſh them a certain number of 
men. The inhabitants are Calvinifts. Its lord, 
ſtiled baron of Haldenſtein and Lichtenſtein, has 
all the prerogatives of a ſovereign within the barony, 
together with the great and ſmall tythes, the pa- 
tronage of the churches, &c. Until the year 
1701 the inhabitants were under villenage, but 
were then releaſed from it. Out of three perſons 
recommended by the vaſſals, the baron nominates 
dne for judge. CO r ie gn eget! 
n | 
Another ally of the Swiſs cantons is the county 
of Valais, by the Switzers called Wallis, and in 
Latin Valeſia. It is a valley among the Alps, hav- 
ing Swiſſerland on the north andeaſt, the Milaneſe 
and the duchy of Aoſta on the ſouth, and Savoy on 
the weſt, extending near an hundred miles in length, 
from eaſt to weſt, and about thirty in breadth, be- 
tween high mountains. It is exceeding 4ertile, 
. yielding wheat, harley, rye, wine, ſaffron, apples, 
; pears, plumbs, cherries, cheſnuts, mulberries, {mall 
nuts, and, in ſome places, almonds, figs, pomegra- 
nates, and other fine fruits. It abounds alſo in cat- 
tle, game, and veniſon, has ſome hot baths and pits 
of coal, and is well watered by the Rhone, which 
stmverſes it from eaſt to weſt, A great part of it 
formerly belonged to the biſhop of Sion, who ſtill 
; | preſides

reſides in the councils of the commonwealth, and 
great influence in the management of their af- 
fairs. Not only the German, French, and Italian, 
but even the Latin is ſpaken here, and that too by. 
the common people, though very corruptly. The 
Valais js entirely popiſh, forming the dioceſe of 
Sion; and is divided into the Upper and Lower, 
The Upper, in the year 1475, having made a 
- conqueſt of the Lower, the latter has ever ſince 
been ſubject to the former, thpugh not without 
many privileges. A diet is held twice a- year, to 
which the ſeven communities, or tithings of! Upper- 
Valais, ſend deputies. . The government, excepting 
that of the Sion, which is ariſtocratical, is muck 
the ſame as that of the Grifons. Moſt of the in- 
habitants, we are told, have large wens, and are of 
à very diminutive ſize. The country is very popu- 
lous, and contains thirty-five pariſhes. The har- 
veſt generally begins in May in the vallies, but is 
not over on the mountains till October. Two ſorts _ 
of cryſtal are found in the Valais, one very fine and 
clear, and the other duſkiſh, or of a violet colour. 
Their woods abound with larch trees, which fur- 
niſh them with rozin and agaric. The air, though 
very hot in the vallies in ſummer, is ſo pure, that 
, thoſe who are temperate live to a great age. Moſt 
of the houſes are of wood, eſpecially of that of the 
larch tree, which is very durable, and grows at laſt 
as black as ebony. The chief places in the Upper - 
Valais are, | | . 
Sitten, in French Sion, the capital of the whole 
Valais, ſtanding not far from the Rhine, on the 
river Sitten, from which it takes its name. It 
contains ſeveral ehurches and convents, and is the 
ſee of a biſhop, who has no leſs than three palaces 
in the town, and ſtiles himſelf count and prefect of 
the Valais. He is choſen by the chapter, and the 
; repreſentatives of the ſeven tithings, and is ſubject 
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in ſpirituals to the archbiſhop of Mouſtiers, in Sa- 

voy. The biſhopric is very antient. The town is 
twenty miles from the lake, and fifty-four from the 
city of Geneva, . from Milan, and, fifty 
from Bern. 

Brug or Brig, which babe the EAR 17 55s 
when, the greateſt part of it was deſtroyed by an 

earthquake, was accounted. the handſomeſt place 
in the whole Valais. It ſtands on the rrver Sal- 
tana, not far from the Rhone, twelve miles ſouth 
eaſt of Sion.

The in- 
habitants are Calviniſts. The town ſends no de- 
puty to the general diet of the Helvetic body, tho? 
is till in alliance with the proteſtant cantons, 
The government and juriſdiction are entirely in the 
hands of the citizens. e e 
The Principality of NEUFCHATEL and 
e county of Valangin 54 0 
Extend from north - eaſt to ſouth - weſt, be- 
tween the Franche Comte and the lakes of Neuf - 
chatel and Biel, being about thirty miles in length, 
and fifteen in breadth. The lower parts of them 
yield wine, früits, corn, hemp, and flax, and thoſe 
which lie on Mount Jura afford not only paſture 
for ſneep and cattle, and woods, abounding _ 
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deer and other game, but alſo metals, marble, pe- 
trefactions, and chalk-pits. Here are alſo ſome 
celebrated mineral waters. The country is very 
populous, and the greateſt part of the inhabitants 
are proteſtants. The current language is the 
French, but none of the pureſt, nor ſpoken with 
the true accent. Mary, ducheſs of Nemours, dy- 
ing in 1707, ſeveral illuſtrious families put in their 
claims to theſe territories ; but the high. tribunal of 
Neufchatel, after a mature and impartial exami- 
nation of the ſeveral claims, paſſed a decree in fa- 
vour of the king of Pruſſia, on the third of No- 
vember 1707, who immediately took poſſeſſion of 
the principality, confirming to the inhabitants all 
their liberties and- privileges, together with their 
alliances and, communiy of rights with the can- 
tons. Though the king ſtiles himſelf ſovereign . 
prince of Neufchatel and Valangin, yet his autho- 
rity is pretty much limited by the privileges of 
the people; his edicts being of no force until they 
are confirmed by the aſſembly of the ſtates. The 
ordinary adminiſtration of affairs is yeſted in the

revenue of the principality amounts to about 
forey thouſand florins wag Fan and its militia 
to between eight and nine thouſand men. .This 
coufitry is called the key of Switzerland, on account 
of ſix paſſes, which lead from the former into the 
latter, and may be defended, by a handful of men 
againft the greateſt armies. The only places 
worth notice in it are 2 
Neufchatel, which gives name to it, and is its 
capital, being ſtiled in Latin Neocomum, Novi -

The republic T Genen conſifts of the city and 
x ſmall territory. The city, called in Latin alſo 
Geneva, but in German Genf, and in French Ge- 
nevẽ, js fituated where the Rhone makes its exit 
from the lake, ſixty-five miles from Bern, ſeventy- 
five from” 7 and an hundred and fix from - 
Turin. A part of it ftands on an iſland in the 
Rhone, and part on the banks on both ſides, being 
a handſome well fortified city, and pretty large. 
In ſome; of the ſtreets are arched walks or piazzas. 
The Treille is a moſt charming place, planted 
| withlinden trees, and Conmmiandensg a fine * 
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of the lake, and of ſeveral ranges of mountains 
and rocks, riſing behind one another; ſome co- 
vered with vineyards and herbage, and others with 
ſnow, with openings betwixt them. . Immediately 
below the city the Rhone is joined by the Arve. 
Over the former of theſe riyers are four bridges. 
The inhabitants of Geneva are moſtly Calvinilts. 
Of the ſix churches, the cathedral of St. Peter is the 
Pringipal, in which is a monument to the memory 
of Henry duke of Rohan. The ſervice in ſome of 
theſe churches is in French, in others in Italian, and 
in others in German. The guildhall is a ſtately free- 
ſtone edifice, ſituated on an eminence, the aſcent to 
which is without any ſteps, ſo; that à perſon may 
not only walk, but ride from the top to the bot- 
tom. Here is an arſenal, which is ſaid to contain 
arms for twelve thouſand men; and an univerſity, 
which has twelve profeſſors belonging to it, with 
a very valuable library. Several learned men have 
either been natives, or profeſſors and miniſters of 
this city; particularly Calvin, Theodore Beza, the 
Diodati, £ Turretines, the late Mr. Le. Clerc, 
and others. As the quantity of corn produced in 
the territory of the city is not ſufficient for the 
conſumption of the inhabitants, the republic has 
erected large granaries, which always contain a 
quantity ſufficient to Jupply the inhabitants two 
_ years. The bakers, the inn · keepers, the garriſon, and 
the artificers employed by the city, are obliged to 
take hat corn they want from theſe granarics, at 
à . ſmall advance of the prime coſt. Beſides the re- 
venue ariſing from hence, the city has other in- 
comes, amounting to about an hundred and thirty 
thouſand dollars, with part of which it maintains a 
garriſon conſiſting of eight hundred men, well diſ- 
ciplined, and cloathed in a blue uniform, turned 
up with red. The. environs. of the city are ex- 
demelh pleaſant, which, wich the goodneſs of the 
: : air 
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air and proviſions, the mildneſs of the govern- 
ment, the politeneſs of the inhabitants, the num- 
bers of foreign gentlemen always reſiding here, 
or paſſing from France, Germany, and other 
countries to the north of the Alps, to Italy, and 
others lying ſouth of them, render it a moſt agree- 
able place: hence Mr Addiſon ſtiled it, very juſt- 
ly, the court of the Alps. In all the ſtreets are 
fountains and canals to ſupply the inhabitants with 
water, which is raiſed by engines from the Rhone. 


The trade of the city is very conſiderable, it being 


a great thoroughfare, and having a variety of ma- 
nufactures, with a number of induſtrious and in- 
geniqus artificers, particularly in the wateh- making 
branch, The library belonging to the city is well 
furniſhed with excellent books, beſides a curious 

collection of medals and petrefactions, and ſome 
antient manuſcripts. . They are not ſo rigid in 
keeping the ſabbath here as the Calviniſts in Eng- 
land and Scotland; for they tolerate, and even au- 
thorize, all manner of manly exerciſes on Sundays, 
after divine ſervice; and then it is that the militia 
alſo are exerciſed. The ſun riſes later here, and ſets 
ſooner, than in moſt other places of the ſame latitude, 
which is wing to the Alps. Mr. Addiſon fays, that 
there are merchants in Geneva that are reckoned. 
worth two millions of, crowns, though, perhaps, not 
one of them ſpends five hundred pounds a- year. 
At the general hoſpital, beſides the city por, poor 
travellers are maintained for one day, and then diſ- 
miſſed, with ſome money in their pockets, t pro- 
ceed on their journey. As to the government, it is 
much like that of Zurich and Bern. The number 
of burghers is about fifteen hundred, and the prin- 
cipal magiſtrates are the four ſyndics. There are 
no leſs than four councils, viz. the general council 
of the citizens and burghers, the council of two 
hundred, that of ſixty, and that of twenty-five.

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Of the laſt, two perſons of the ſame family cannot 
be members at the ſame time. A ſon here, who 
_ refuſes to pay his father's debts, is incapable of 
any office in the ſtate. No marriages are permit - 
ted unleſs both parties are of the proteſtant reli- 
gion. A woman of forty years of age-muſt not 
marry a man of leſs than thirty; if ſhe exceed forty, 
her huſband muſt at leaſt be thirty-five : nor, muſt 
a man above ſixty marry a woman who 1s not, at 
leaſt, thirty. A widow muſt not alter her condi- 
tion in leſs than ſix months after her huſband's de- 
ceaſe. The kings of France and England are con- 
ſtantly mentioned in their public prayers here. It 
is faid that Calvin lies buried in that part of the 
church- yard called the Plain- palais; but the parti- 
cular ſpot is either not known, or pretended not to 
be known. Before the Reformation, this city was 
the ſee of a biſhop, who was poſſeſſed of the ſo- 
vereignty thereof at firſt, jointly with its counts, 
and afterwards with the dukes of Savoy; but it 
got rid of both, about the period above-mentioned, 
and entered into alliance with ſeveral oſ the can- 
tons: at preſent, however, thoſe only with Bern 
and Zurich continue in force. The king of 
France always keeps a reſident here. So much 
are the magiſtracy afraid of opening a door to 
luxury and licentiouſneſe, that no theatre is per- 
mitted in the city. The lake, to which it gives 
name, reſembles a half. moon, whoſe convex ſide = 
lies towards Switzerland. On that fide it extends 
eighteen leagues, teckoning along the ſhore, but 
on the Savoy ſide not above twelve; and its great- 
eſt breadth is upwards of ſeven. As for its depth, 
m ſome places it is ſaid to be unfathomable. Con- 
trary to moſt other lakes, it decreaſes in winter, 
and inereaſes in ſummer, which is owing to the 
melting of the ſnow on the neighbouring moun- 
tans. It is hardly ever frozen over, and has the ter-

The biſhop of Baſil is alſo in alliance with. the 
even popiſh cantons, on account of a part of his 
territories which, having embraced the proteſtant 
religion, detached itſelf from the empire, and made 
an alliance with ſome of the cantons, though it till 
acknowledges the biſhop as ſovereign.

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UNITED NETHERLANDS. 


Nau, Oxicin, and BounDARIEs. 

0 the United Netherlands we underftand 

| B thoſe parts of them that belong to the States 
General. We ſhall deſcribe thoſe belonging to the 
houſe of Auſtria and Pruſſia ſeparately; and of 
thoſe pertaining to France, we ſhall give an account 
when we come to that country. Theſe provinces 
had the general name of Netherlands, Low Coun- 
tries, or Pais-Bas, from their ſituation in reſpect 
of Germany, Antiently they formed a part of Gal- 
lia Belgica, and afterwards of the German'empire 
and circle of Burgundy, being ſubject toſeveral petty 
princes. In the ſixteenth century all the pro- 

vinces became ſubject to Charles V. of the houſe 
"of Auſtria. Under his fon Philip II. of Spain, 
being grievouſly oppreſſed and perſecuted, they 
took up arms to aſſert their liberty, and were — 

Porte 
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ported and aſſiſted in the ſtruggle by the prince of 
Orange and his brother, and afterwards by queen 
Elizabeth of England, till at laſt thoſe, now called 


the United-Provinces, formed themſelves into a 
ſeparate ſtate by a ſolemn league and union, and,

A great part of them being ſurrounded” by the 
ſea, lying low, and abounding in marſhes, the air, 
in conſequence thereof, is damp and unwholeſome, 
rains and fogs frequent, and the gout, ſcurvy, 
rheumatiſm, and agues, both rife and inveterate., 
The effects of human induſtry here are wonderful in 
the dykes and dams erected for defending thecountry 
againſt the inundations of the ſea, and in the ditches, 
canals, mills, and ſluices, for draining the marſhes. 
The quantity of grain produced here is not ſuffi- 


cient for home conſumption ; but the paſtures in 
the marſhes are ſo rich, that they can ſpare a great 


deal of butter and cheeſe for exportation. They 
have alſo a good breed of ſheep, whole wool is 
highly valued, with turf, madder, tobacco, ſome 

fruit, and iron ; but all the pit-coal and timber 
uſed in it, and indeed moſt of the comforts, and 
even the neceſſarigs of life, are imported. All 
the provinces either. lie upon, or communicate 


with the North-ſea, by means of that called the 


Zuyder, or - South-ſea, which was formed partly 
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of the Rhine's right branch, then increaſed by the 
Vecht, which has now another outlet, over- flow- 
ing the low ſwampy grounds through which it 
paſſed, and partly by the ſea's breaking in, in the 
thirceenth century, and overflowing a large tract 
of ground contiguous to that before laid under 
water by the Rhine. The principal rivers are, the 
Rhine, the Maes, the Scheld, and the Vecht. 
The firſt is divided into ſeveral branches, one of 
which joins the Old Iſſel, and after that falls into 
the Zuyder-ſee; another named the Leck, at the 
village of Krimpen, mingles with the Maes; a 
third, called the Crooked Rhine, is branched out 
at Leyden into canals, of which one runs into the 
lake of Harlem, and another loſes itſelf in the ſand 
hills between Catwyk on the Rhine, and Catwyk on 
the ſea; and a fourth, called the Waal, falls into 
the Maes over-againſt Workum. The Maes, after 
- dividing itſelf into two branches, and again uniting . 
theſe, falls into the North-ſea, below. Rotterdam. 

The Scheld below Antwerp divides. itſelf into two 
branches, called the Weſtern and Eaſtern Scheld; 
the firſt ſeparating Flanders from Zealand, and the 
other running north by Bergen-op-Zoom, and af- 
terwards eaſt, between the iſlands of Beveland and 
Schowen, falls into the ſea a little below. The 
Vecht runs from eaſt to weſt through the province 
of Overyſſel, and falls into the Zuyder-ſee, There 
are many ſmaller rivers that join theſe, and a vaſt 
number of canals; yet there are few good harbours 
in the provinces, The beſt are thoſe of Rotterdam, 
Helvoetſluys, and Fluſhing. . As to the harbour of 
Amſterdam, it is indeed one of the largeſt and ſafeſt 
in Europe; but there is a bar at the entrance of it, 
over which large veſſels cannot paſs, without being 
lightened, or unloaded. There are no mountains 
in theſe provinces; and the only lake, properly fo 
called, is that of Harlem. The provinces are ex+ 
8 goes tremely 
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tremely well cultivated, and very populous, eſpe - 


cially that of Holland, which, in this reſpect, per- 


haps has not its equal in the univerſe. The towns 


are very agreeable, being kept very clean, and 
having canals in the middle of the ſtreets, planted 
with trees. The number of inhabitants is compu- 


ted at about two millions. The animals here are. 


much the ſame as in England; bur their horſes and 
horned cattle are of a larger ſize. Storks build and 


hatch on their chimnies; but, being birds of paſ- 


ſage, they leave the country about the middle of 
Auguſt, with their young, and return the February 
following. It is ſaid there are ſome wild boars and 
wolves here; and that neither oyſters nor herrings 
are to be found upon the coaſt : but of other fiſh, 
they have the ſeveral ſorts, both in their ſeas and 
rivers, that we have in England. = 


RELicion, UniversiTIEs, and Lancvace. 


- The eſtabliſhed religion here is the preſbyterian, 
or Calviniſm : none but preſbyterians are admitted 
into any office or poſt in the government, except- 
ing the army; yet all religions and ſects are tole- 


rated, and have their reſpective meetings or aſſem - 


blſes for public worſhip, among which the papiſts 
and Jews are very numerous. There are five uni- 
verſities in the provinces, viz. thoſe of Utrecht, 
Leyden, Franeker, Groningen, and Harderwic; 
but the three laſt are inconſiderable. The diſſen- 
ters in England often ſend their children to theſe 
univerſities for education. Before the Reforma- 


tion there was an archbiſhop at Utrecht, who had 


for his ſuffragans the biſhops of Deventer, Gronin- 
gen, Middleburg, Harlem, - and Lewarden. The 
language here is a diale& of the German, but 
French js much ſpokea by the better ſort. 
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| Traps and MANUFACTURES. 


Their Eaſt-India company have had the mono- 
poly of the fine ſpices for more than an hundred 
years, and is the moſt opulent and powerful of 
any in the world. Though the country itſelf pro- 
duces very few things, yet almoſt all the products 
and commodities of the globe may be found here, 
and nearly as cheap as in the countries where they 
are made or produced. A vaſt yariety of manu- 
factures are carried on in the provinces, and with 
extraordinary ſkill and diligence z anda great num- 
ber of hands are employed, and much wealth ac- 
_ by the herring, cod, and whale fiſheries ; 

10ugh they are not ſo conſiderable, or advantage- 
ous, as formerly, No nation has hitherto equalled 
them in the cure of herrings z thoſe cured at Glaſ- 


gow, in Scotland, are thought to come the neareſt 


to them. About a hundred and fifty fail are annu- 


ally employed in the whale fiſhery, and about two 


hundred in the herring. The profits of the latter, 


in a good year, after all deductions, are thought 
to amount to two millions of Holland guilders. 
The principal manufactures here are thoſe of linen 


aper, and earthen - ware of all forts. Ship build- 
ing alſo employs vaſt numbers of hands. The 
trade of this country, however, upon the whole, 


is ſaid to be upon the decline, owing partly to a 


decline of their antient parſimony and induſtry, 
but chiefly to the improvement of manufactures, 
trade, and navigation, in other, countries.

With reſpect to the political conſtitution, moſt 
of the towns in the ſeveral provinces are little 
republics, whoſe deputies, with the nobility, 
compoſe the ſtates thereof; and the deputies of 
provinces," in like manner, compoſe the ſtates- | 
general; Every town or province may fend 
as many deputies as they pleaſe to the aſſemblies of 
the provincial ſtates, or ſtates-general ; but thoſe 
of each town or province have but one voice, and 
preſide by turns. No reſolution taken by the ſtates- 
neral is of any force, till it is confirmed by the 
ſeveral provinces. The legiſlative power in the 
towns is veſted in the ſenates, and the executive 
in the burgomaſters, ſyndics, &c. The ſtates of 
the provinces are ſtiled noble and mighty lords; 
but thoſe of Holland, noble and moſt mighty 
lords; and the ſtates-general, high and migh 
lords, or the lords the ſtates- general of the United- 
Netherlands, or their high mightineſſes. Befides - 
the ſtates- general, there is alſo a council of tate, 
conſiſting of deputies from the ſeveral provinces, 
g . making 
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making twelve in all, of which Holland ſends 
three, Gelderland, Zealand, and Utrecht, two a- 
piece, and Frieſland, Groningen, and Overyſſel, one. 
In this council every deputy preſides a week by 
turns, and the ſtadtholder has a deciſive voice when 
the votes happen to be equal. The principal af- 
fairs that come under their deliberation, are thoſe 
relating to the army and finances. The ſtadtholder is 
alſo preſident of the ſtates in every province, but has 
n os ſeat in the ſtates- general. One diſſenting voice 
in the provincial ſtates prevents their coming to 
any reſolution. From the death of William III. 
rince of Orange and king of England, there had 
Hl no ſtadtholder, at leaſt for the provinces of 
Holland, Zealand, and Weſt-Frieſland ; but theſe 
alſo, in 1747, upon the French breaking into Dutch 
Flanders, made choice of William-Charles-Henry- 
Friſo, prince of Orange, and father of the preſent 
ſtadtholder, William V. The ſtadtholderſhip was at 
the ſame time made hereditary to his heirs male and | | 
female, provided the latter did not marry the ſon of 
a king, or a papiſt. The ſtadtholder's powers and 
prerogatives are very conſiderable: in particular, he 
ſeems directly, or by his influence, to have the no- 
mination of the magiſtrates, deputies, and moſt of the 
officers, civil and military. In ſhort, though he has 
not the title, he has more real power and authority 
than many kings; for beſides the influence and 
revenue he derives from the ſtadtholderſhip, he 
has ſeveral principalities, and large eſtates of his 
own. With reſpe& to the adminiſtration of juſtice 
in this country, every province has its tribunal, 
to which, except in criminal cauſes, appeals lie 
from the petty and country courts; and it is ſaid, 
that juſtice. is / no where diſtributod with more im- 
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Taxts and REVENUES. 


Ih he taxes in theſe provinces are ſo many, and 
ſo heavy, eſpecially in Holland, that it is not with- 
out reaſon that a certain author aſſerts, that the 
only thing that has eſcaped taxation there is the 
air they breathe. The ordinary revenues of the re- 
public are computed at between two and three mil- = 
lions ſterling annually. Out of a hundred guilders, | 
the province of Holland contributes fifty-eight, and, — 
conſequently, above one half of the whole pub- 
lic expences.

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Forces, by 822 and LanD. 


With reſpect to their land forces in time of peace, 
they ſeldom exceed forty thouſand, and very often fall 
ſhort of that number. They employ a great many 
foreigners, eſpecially Swiſs and Scots, in their ſervice; 
and, in time of war, hire whole regiments of Ger- 
mavs. The chief command of the army is veſted 
in the ſtadtholder, under whom is the field-marſhal- 
general, In 1756 the expences of the army a- 
mounted only to nine million ſeven hundred and 
ſixty-five thouſand and four guilders. No nation 

in the world can fit out a more formidable fleet 
than the Dutch, having always vaſt quantities of 
timber prepared for building of ſhips, and ſuch 
numbers of ſhip-carpenters and mariners : howe-. 
yer, in times of peace, they uſually have no more 5 |

CHarAacTeR of the Doren. 


' As to the character of the Dutch, the boors or 
huſbandmen are induſtrious enough, but heavy, 
and flow of underſtanding. The ſeamen are a plain, 

blunt, but rough, ſurly, and ill-mannered fort of 
people. Their tradeſmen are ſomething ſharper, 
and make uſe of all their ſkill to take advantage 
of the ignorance of thoſe they deal with. Every 
claſs of men are extremely frugal. All appetites 
and paſſions run lower and cooler here than in other 
countries, avarice excepted. Quarrels are very rare, 
revenge is ſeldom heard of, and jealouſy ſcarcely 
ever known. It is very uncommon for any of them 
to be really in love, or even to pretend to it; nor 
do the women ſeem to care whether they are or not. 
People converſe pretty much upon a level here; 
nor is it eaſy to diſtinguiſh the man from the 
maſter, nor the maid from the miſtreſs, ſuch liber- 
ties do they allow their ſervants, or rather are 
obliged to allow them, for they may not be ſtruck 
or corrected by them, but the diſpute mult be lefr 
to the magiſtrate. The Dutch are tall and ſtrong- 
built; but both men and women have the groſſeſt 
ſhapes that are to be met with any where, or rather 
no ſhape at all. Their garb, except among the of- 
ficers of the army and fome few others, is exceed- 
ing plain; and the faſhions change as ſeldom as 
in Spain. The men are addicted to drinking, 
which ſome think neceſſary in this foggy air, both 
for their health, and the improvement of their 
underſtandings. Among their diverſions, that of

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Kaiting in winter is one of the chief, It is amaz- 
ing to ſee the crowds in a hard froſt upon the 
ice, and their great dexterity in ſkaiting; both 
men and women darting along, or rather fly» 
ing, with inconceiyable velocity, The Dutch are 
remarkable for their cleanlineſs : nothing can ex- 
ceed the neatneſs of their houſes, towns, and villages, N 
Many of them have diſtinguiſned themſelves by 

their learning, and ſome even by their wit and in- 
genuity, witneſs Eraſmus, Grotius, &c. The 
Dutch excel alſo in painting and engraving, and 
ſome of them have been no contemptible ſtatuaries, - 
In our particular deſcription af the ſeven provinces, 
we-ſhall begin with Gelderland, as the firſt in rank.

Tbis province, (called North Gelderland, to di- 
ſtinguiſh it from Upper Gelderland, belonging to 
Pruſmia) together with its appurtenance the county 
of Zutphen, is bounded to the weſt by Utrecht and 
Holland, on the eaſt by the biſhopric of Munſter 
andl the duchy of Cleve, on the north by the Zuy- 
der · ſec and Overyſſel, and on the ſouth it is ſeparated 
from Brabant by the Maes. Its greateſt extent 
from north to ſouth is about forty · ſeven miles, and 
from weſt to eaſt near as much; but its figure is 
very irregular. The air here is much healthier and 
clearer than in Do 2 Nane the > ind 
lying higher. pting ſome part of what is 
called — Veluwe, the ſoil is good and fruitful. 
The county of Zutphen, in particular, yields great 
quantities of apples, pears, and cherries; nor is it 
vnbaut meadows and arable lands, though the foil 
in general is heathy. Gelderland is watered by the 
Rhine, and its three branches, the Waal, the Yiſel, 
and the Leck, beſides leſſer ſtreams. In 1079, it 
was raiſed to a county by the emperor Henty i EN 


1 
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and in 1339 to a duchy, by the emperor Lewis 
of Bavaria. It had dukes of its own till 1528, 
when it was yielded 'up to the emperor Charles 
V. That part of it which at preſent conſtitutes 
the 33 of Gelderland, acceded, in 1579, 
to the union of Utrecht. It is divided into 
three diſtricts, each of which has its ſtates and 
diets. Thoſe for the whole province are held twice 
a· year, at the capital towns, The deputies ſent by 
the province to the ſtates- general are nineteen. As 
do religion, here are two hundred and eighty- five 


Ciulviniſt miniſters, fourteen Roman catholic con- 


gregations, and four Lutheran, beſides three others 
of remonſtrants and anabaptiſts. The- places of 
moſt note in the province are, 25 
Nemmeguen, in Latin Noviomagum, which 
ſtands on the Waal, nine miles from Cleves, and 
fifty-two from Amſterdam, and is the capital of the 
quarter to which it gives name. It is a large an- 
tient city, ſtrongly fortified, and pleaſantly ſituated, 
where the Oppidum Batavorum is ſuppoſed by 
ſome to have ſtood. It was formerly an impe- 
rial and hanſe town. On the eaſt ſide of it 
ſtands an old caſtle, called the Falkenhof, where 
are pleaſant walks of lime-trees, and it contains 
' ſeveral churches, belonging to different ſects. The 
k provincial ſtates; and thoſe of the diſtrict, aſſemble 
in the ſtadthouſe. This city is famous for the 
peace concluded here, in 1678, between the French 
and the confederates. It carries on a good trade 
with the duchy of Cleves, and makes great profit 
by its white beer, which is much eſteemed through- 
out the provinces, | In the town-houſe is kept the 
ſword with which the counts Egmont and Horn 
were "beheaded by the duke of Alva's order. 
The burgrave, who reſides in the caſtle, is one 
of the chief nobles of the province, and pre- 
ces in its diets. 7 
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Tiel or Thiel, a town on the Waal, ſeventeen 
miles from Nemeguen, to the weſt. Tho' much 
fallen from what it was formerly, yet it is ſtill 
pretty well inhabited, and has a tolerable trade, by 

means of the Waal and Maes. 

Bommel or Salt Bammel, a town on an iſland in | 
the Waal, called, from the town, Bommelwaard. 1 

Batenburg, a country town on the Maes, having 
a ſtately caſtle; which, with the town, belongs to 
the counts of Bentheim- Steinfurt. 

Panderen,'a village in the bailiage of Upper -· Be- 
tuwe, where begins the new canal, through which the 
Rhine at preſent paſſes. In the ſame bailiage ſtood 
formerly the Schenken- Schanze, a very ſtrong and 
ſpacious fort, built, in 1586, by general Martin 
Schenk; and the Tolhaus, a caſtle where the dukes 

of Gelderland frequently reſided, and where veſſels 
ſtill pay toll, as they did formerly, The Betuwe 
is that tract of land lying between the Rhine and 
the Waal. It is divided into two bailiages, called |

-  Zutphen, a town on the right bank of the Yſlel, 
giving name to a county, which conſtitutes ano- 
ther of the three quarters into which the province 
is divided. The town is large and ſtrongly forti- 
fied, and has à bridge of boats over the Yſe, 
which divides the town into two parts. The 
whole neighbouring country may be laid under 
water by means of the Borkel, a river which here 
joins the Yſſel. There are ſeveral churches here, 
belonging to different ſects; with hoſpitals for the 
aged, fick, orphans, and ſtrangers ;. and a gymna- 
ſium. The town was formerly one of the Hanſe, 
and more flouriſhing than at preſent. There are 
pleaſant walks about it, eſpecially on the ramparts. 
The citizens are noted for their courteſy and po- 
liteneſs, to Which the many nn.

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_ live here greatly contribute. Gerard van Zutpheni 
| maſter to the famous Thomas à Kempis, and other 


learned men, were born in this city: and the great

Some parts of the province are very 
fruitful. in corn; but the greater * conſiſts o 
rich paſtures, wherein are kept large herds o 
Eine, which ſupply them. with, incredible quanti- 
ties of butter and cheeſe, Of the latter, that of 
' Edam, in North Holland, is highly . eſteemed. 
The many rivers and canals that interſect the pro- 
vince are of great advantage to its commerce, but 
contribute to tender the air foggy. and unwhole- 
©. There is a communication by Water be- 
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'of Ns inhabitants is computed at one million two 
hundred thouſand, In point of cleanlineſs, no 
country ſurpaſſes, and few come up co it; eſpecially 
in North Holland, and that even in the villages. 
From the, counts of Holland this province de- 
volved, in 1436, to the dukes of Burgundy, and 
from them to the houſe of Auſtria, along with the 
other provinces. The ſtates of Holland and. Welt 
Frieſland are compoſed of the nobility and depu- 
ties of the towns: of the latter there are eighteen 
that ſend deputies to the aſſembly of the ſtates, 
which i is held at the Hague. The grand penſionary 
is a perſon of great dignity and weight in this aſ- 
ſembly, and his office requires extraordinary abilities. 
There are alſo two councils compoſed of deputies, 
one for South, and another for North Holland, who 
have the cognizance of the revenue and military 
affairs. The whole province ſends one deputy from 
among the nobleſſe to the ſtates - general, who takes 
Precedence of all others, together with three or 
four more. There are two ſupreme courts of Ju- 
dicature for Holland and Zealand, viz. the 
council of Holland and Zealand, and the hof, 
court of Holland. To theſe appeals lie from the 
toyns; but the cauſes of noblemen come before 
them in the firſt inſtance, With reſpe& to the 
eccleſiaſtical government, there is a ſynod held 
annually both in South and North Holland, of 
which the former contains eleven claſſes; and the 
latter ſix; and the miniſters of both together 
amount to three hundred and thirty-one. In the 
whole province are thirty-ſeven towns, eight bo- 
roughs, and four hundred villages, of which the 

- moſt conſiderable in South Hollands: hing them 

according to their rank, are, WIT 

Dort, which ſtands nine miles Sant Regain; 
1 ' and, burty- four from Amſterdam; on an iſland that

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Merwe, in 1421. It is fo ſtrong by nature, that 
it has little or no need of art. Here is the mint 
for South Holland, a gymnaſium, a commodious 
harbour, and a conſiderable trade, eſpecially in 
grain, linen, thread, Rheniſh wine, and timber, 
the two laſt of which are brought down the Rhine 
from Germany. The apartment in the Guildhall, 
in which the famous ſynod which condemned the 
Arminians in 1618 and 19, was held, is ſtillſhewn 
to ſtrangers. Here the counts of Holland for- 
. merly had their uſual reſidence. Saleh ne 
- Harlem, ſituate on the river Sparen, not far 
from the lake to which. it gives name. It is a 
large, populous, and pleaſant city, ten miles from 
Amſterdam to the weſt, and fourteen from Leyden _ 
towards the north. The papiſts here far out-num- 
ber the proteſtants. Vaſt quantities of linen and 
thread ate bleached here, the waters of the lake 
having a particular quality that renders them very 
fit for that purpoſe ; but neither the manufactures 
of filk, cloth, or linen, are in ſo flouriſhing a 
condition as formerly. This city, as is well known, 
claims the honour of the invention of printing, 
which ſome think more juſtly due to John Gotten- 
berg of Mentz. The magiſtrates keep in their 
town - houſe the firſt book printed by Coſter, about 
the year 1440. Before the Reformation Har- 
lem was a biſhop's ſee. It is famous for the ſiege 
which it held out againſt the Spaniards for ten 
months in 1373; the townſmen, before they capi - 
tulated, were reduced to eat leather, graſs, and 
the vileſt animals. They kept a correſpondence 
with the prince of Orange, for a ITED 
by means of carrier pigeons. There is à com- 
- munication with the lake, and with Amſter- 
dam and Leyden, by means of ſeveral canals. 


Schemes have been often formed for draining the 
lake, but never put in execution. To che ſouth bf 
the town lies à wood, cut into delightful walks 
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and viſtas. A ſort of phrenſy in regard to flowers, 
particularly tulips, once prevailed here, in conſe- 
quence of which the moſt beautiful ſorts were 
bought and ſold at an extravagant price. The aca- 
demy of ſciences was founded at Harlem in 1752. 
Delft, a large, handſome, ſtately city, four 
miles from the Hague, towards the ſouth-eaſt. 
There is little ſtir here, the city being chiefly inha- 
bited by rich people, who have retired from buſi- 
neſs. In the great church is a magnificent mauſo- 
leum, erected in 1609, at᷑ the expence of the ſtates- 
general, to the memory of William T. prince of 
Orange, who was baſely aſſaſſinated by an emiſ- 
ſary of Philip II. king of Spain. At the feet of the 
prince's ſtatue lies a dog, who is ſaid to have died of 
ief when his maſter was murdered. Among other 

f ſtately monuments in the old church is that of the 
renowned admiral Van Tromp. Delft is famous for 
its fine earthen ware made in imitation of china, and 
known by the name of Delft ware. The town 
houſe is adorned with ſeveral] ſtatues, as thoſe of 
Juſtice, Prudence, and Mercy, and over the gate 
is this diſti h:: ee

This houſe hates wickedneſs, loves peace, puniſhes 
crimes, preſerves the laws, and honours the good. 


Here, as in moſt of the other towns of the pro- 
vinces, are chimes, extremely harmonious : they 
play one tune at the firſt quarter after every hour, 
two at the next, three at the next, and four before 
the hour ſtrikes. The arſenal for the province of 
Holland, together with two n for 
the ſame province, and two for the Generalite, are 
kept here. Here alſo lie the yachts, which bring 

ae r the 


% 
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the deputies of the ſeveral provinces to the aſſem- 
blies at the Hague. Theſe yachts are exquiſitely | 
beautiful and rich, the provinces and cities vying 
with each other which ſhall have the beſt accom- 
modation for their repreſentatives. They are from 
thirty to fifty tons burthen, being adorned with 
ſtreamers, and carrying guns, with trumpets, and 
other muſic. To this town belongs Delfshaven, a 
beautiful village on the Maes, about eight miles from 
Delft, to the ſouth-eaſt. It is a flouriſhing place, 
having a good harbour, in which lie the Eaſt- India 
ſhips, and herring-buſſes, with other veſſels Das: 
longing to the merchants of Delft, _. ++ 
Leyden, in Latin, Lugdunum Batavorum; one 
of che largeſt and fineſt cities in Holland, abounds 
with canals, along which are rows of lofty trees, 
that afford very pleaſant walks. An arm, or ſmall 
branch of the Rhine, runs through i it. Over the 
canals are one hundred and forty-five bridges, moſt 
of them of ſtonę or brick. The univerſity here is the 
oldeſt in the United-Provinces: it has large privi- 
leges, a library well furniſhed, and particularly rich 
in manuſcripts, a phyſic pers well ſtocked with all 
ſorts of plants, many of which have been brought 
from the Cape of Good Hope and the Eaſt-Indies, 
an anatomy-hall, well provided with ſkeletons, 
and an obſervatory. The profeſſors, who are ge- 
nerally very eminent, read public lectures four 
times a week, for which they take no money; but, 
about three guineas are paid for a courſe of private 
lectures, which laſts a whole year. The ſtudents 


laue no diſtinct habit, but all wear ſwords, though 


they generally go to the public and private lectures 
in their night-gowns and-ſlippers. The ſalaries of 
the profeſſors are from one hundred to two hundred 
pounds a- year: they wear gowns only when they 
preſide at public diſputations, read public lectures, 
or meet in the ſenate; and their lectures are always 
| in 


- 
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in Latin. The ſtudents do not lodge in the uni- 
verſity, but where they pleaſe in the town. The 
cloth manufacture here is much decayed; which 
formerly flouriſhed to ſuch a degree, that one hun- 
dred thouſand pieces, it is ſaid, have ſometimes 
been made in a year. The City is famous” for the 
long and ſevere ſiege it maintained in 1573 againſt 
the Spaniards, We cannot help* mentioning 
the reply of that illuſtrious magiſtrate, Adrian de 
Verf, when the citizens repreſented to him the 
havock made by the famine'during the fiege, and 
inſiſted” upon his ſurrendering :* Friends, ſaid 
he, here is my body, divide it among you, to 
ſatisfy your hunger, bur baniſh all thoughts of ſur- 
rendering to the cruel and perfidious Spaniard.” 
They took his advice, in regard to their not ſur- 
rendering, and never would liſten to any overtures; 

| | but told the Spaniards, they would hold out as long 
as they had an arm to eat, and another to fight. 
There are fome fine churches here, and many long, 
broad, handſome ftreets ; but the papiſts, as at 
Harlem, are more numerous than the proteſtants. 
Amſterdam, or Amſteldam, derives its name 
from the Amſtel, on which it is ſituated, and the 
dam, or dyke, built there, to prevent the inunda- 
tion of the river. It is the firſt city in the pro- 
vinces in point of trade, extent, and wealth, though 
i not in rank. The Amſtel divides it into two parts, 
and fills its fᷣne canals, before it joins the Y, which 
is an arm of the Zuyder, or South- ſea, that almoſt 
entirely divides South from North-Holland. The 
ſoit being marſhy, the buildings are founded upon 
oaken piles, or ſtakes, driven ata great expence, into 
the ground. The canals, which are very nume- 
rous, divide the town into a multitude of iſlands, 
which are joined again by a vaſt number of bridges. 
The ſhips lying in the Yare in ſuch numbers, that 
their maſts look like a foreſt. Amſterdam ſtands 
«ESTI Hh 4 & ten 
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ten miles from Harlem, twenty from Leyden, 

twenty-cight from the Hague, and twenty- nine 
from Rotterdam. . In the thirteenth century 1t was 
only a ſmall fiſhing town; it now appears in 
the form of a creſcent, or half-moon, on the Y, 
and is well fortified on the land-ſide with ramparts 
and baſtions. On each of the latter is a windmill, 
beſides a vaſt number of others, all round the town. 
The gates of the city are. very fine, eſpecially that 
of Harlem. On the fide next the Y, it is defend- 
ed by a double row of piles driven into the water, 
with openings for ſhips to paſs in and out; the 
leſſer lying within, and the greater without the 
piles, and ſome even between them. The Plan- 


 ragie is a place laid out into beautiful walks, and 


planted with trees. On the Y is alſo a very de- 

lightful walk, commanding, a fine proſpect. A- 
mong the public buildings moſt deſerving the at- 
tention of a traveller, is the ſtadthouſe, which 


ſtands in a large ſquare on the Damme, and coſt the 


city above thirty millions of guilders. It is admi- 

rably adorned with marble, ſculpture, ſtatues, 
painting, and guilding. Underneath are priſons 
for criminals, and large apartments, where the 
treaſures of the famous bank are kept. Here alſo 
the aſſemblies of the ſenate are held, and cauſes, 
both civil and criminal, are tried, and, in general, 
all public buſineſs tranſacted. The chimes of the 
tower are extremely fine, and it commands a de- 
lightful proſpect of the city and its environs, as far 
as the Zuyder-ſee. The exchange too is worth vie w- 

ing, as well as the arſenal; the inn called The Three 
Waggons, the gymnaſium illuſtre, the Eaſt and 
Welt India houſes, the lombard and loan bank, 
the theatre, the phyſic- garden, the chirurgical and 
anatomical college, the naval ſtore - houſes, the 
docks, ſluices, churches, hoſpitals, houſes of cor- 
rection, harbour, towers, - warehouſes, weighing- 
nels tl] . houſes, 


— 
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houſes, &c. The lombard is a corporation em- 
powered by authority to lend money upon pledges - 
at a moderate intereſt. When the ſum wanted 
and the pawn are conſiderable, as in the caſe of the 
| elettor of Bavaria's jewels, it is thought the 
bank both advances the money, and receives the 
intereſt. The bank here was founded in 1609. 
All payments, exceeding the ſum of three hundred 
guilders, muſt be made in bank. Bank mongy. is 
generally about five per cent. better chan-current, 
and the difference is termed the agio. Inſtead of 
drawing an intereſt, every proprietor pays conſi- 
derably for keeping his money in the bank, the 
credit of which is very great, as depending not ſo 
much upon the treaſure actually depoſited there, 
as upon the ſecurity of the city, and even of the 
republic: but it is ſaid to be a miſtake, that the 
whole buſineſs of this bank is managed by tranſ- 
fer, and no money ever iſſued. It is under the care 
and inſpection of the burgomaſters. As to the 
trade of this city let it ſuffice to ſay, that it has a 
at ſhare not only of that carried on in Europe, 
but in all the reſt of the world; and in particular, 
that it is in poſſeſſion of one half of that vaſt com- 
merce carried on by the Dutch to the Eaſt-Indies, 
and governs the whole. The induſtry of the inha - 
bitants of Amſterdam is amazing; all are employ- 
ed in ſome trade, manufactures, or buſineſs, and 
none are idle, but ſuch as either want hands, or 
ſtrength to uſe them. The number of inhabitants 
is computed. at about two hundred thouſand, of 
which a great part are papiſts and Jews. The 
number ot foreigners. here is alſo generally very 
conſiderable. The greateſt diſadvantages this city 
labours under is the 'want of good air and water, 
and perhaps converſation, At the mouth of the 
harbour is a bar, which cannot be paſſed by large 
ſhips; till they are lightened. . 
185 Gauda, 
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Sauda, commonly called Ter-Gow, is ſeated on 
the fmall river Gow, from which it has its name, 
and Which falls into the Yſſel below the town, 
about twenty-three miles from Amſterdam to- 
wards the ſouth-eaſt. The inhabitants, by their 
ſluices, can lay the adjacent country all under water. 
The paintings on the windows of the church of St. 


Juohn the Baptiſt are ſaid to be the fineſt, of that 


kind, in the world; they conſiſt of ſeveral pieces 
both of ſacred and profane hiſtory. The trade of 
this place, at preſent, is chiefly in cordage, thread, 
and tobacco pipes, in the laſt of which they ſur- 
paſs all others; but the clay is brought from the 
biſnopric of Liege. Vaſt quantities of bricks and 
tiles are alſo made in the neighbourhood of the 
town; and moſt of the barks. employed in the 
trade between Holland, Zealand, and the Au- 
ſtrian Netherlands, paſs through it. The gene- 
rality of the inhabitants, however, are ſaid to be 
ſuch as have quitted buſineſs, to ſpend the remain- 
der of their days in peace and retirement. The 
archives of Holland are kept here. 

Rotterdam, ſtanding at the conflux of the Maes, 
or Merwe, and the Rotter, from the latter of which, 
and Dam, its name is formed. It is thirteen miles 
from the Hague, twenty-eight from Amſterdam, 
and fifteen from Leyden; and, next to the two 
laſt, it is ſaid to be now the greateſt city in Hol- 
land. Its ſtreets are ſpacious, adorned with lofty 
trees, and noble canals; by the laſt of which ſhips 
of rhe greateſt burden run into the heart of the 
eity, and lade and unlade at the merchants doors. 


The trade here is very great, eſpecially to Eng- 


land and Scotland. Over the Maes, which is here 
very broad, is a bridge, on which is placed a braſs 

ſtatue of Eraſmus.” The Haaring-Vliet, and the 
Boom-quay, are very fine ſtreets. © The latter lies 
along the Maes, and on one fide has a magnificent 
n | Tov 
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row of trees and houſes, or rather palaces, extend - 
ing above half a mile; and on the other the river, 
where ſhips are continually ſailing up and down, 
or at anchor. This charming key, being v 
broad and clean, ſerves inſtead of a mall. The 
principal buildings in the town are the exchange, 
the Eaſt and Weſt - India houſes, the bank, the ar- 
ſenal, and the great church, or that of St. Laurence, 
near which is the little obſcure houſe in which 
Eraſmus was born, with his picture, Wo this 
diſtich over the Acer *

ſciences, religion and virtue, was born in this houſe. 


There are three high tribunals in this city, viz. that 
of the admiralty of the Maes; of the high - bailiff, 
or dyke· graaf of Schieland; and that of the judges 
of Schicland. On the eaſt and weſt ſides of che 
city are docks, where they are continually build- 
ing, repairing, or launching veſſels ; but the largeſt 
ſhips belonging to the admiralty of Rotterdam 
lie at Helvoetſluys; and, as there is not a ſufficient 
depth of water at the mouth of the Maes for ſhips 
that draw above fifteen. feet, they are obliged to 
come hither by the way of Helvoetſluys, and the 
Haaring Vliet. The glaſs- houſe here makes a- 
bundance of glaſs - toys, and enamelled bowls, 
which are ſent to India, and exchanged for China 
ware, and other oriental commodities. 
SGorkum, ſituated at the conflux of the Merwe 
and Linge, on the frontiers of Gelderland, car- 
ries on a good trade in corn and ſalmon, (the 
latter of e is taken 1 in the nee and i in but-

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ter, cheeſe, poultry, and wild-ducks, broughtdown 

the Linge — Gelderland. From the ſteeple of 
the church may be ſeen twenty-two walled towns, 
with a vaſt number of villages. It is a neat well 
built city, and, being one of the keys of Holland, 
is ſtrongly fortified, eſpecially on the fide next Gel- 
derland, as on the others the country may be laid 
under water. iter 


Schiedam, ſo called from its ſituation on the 
Schie, which a little lower falls into the Maes. lt 

s a ſmall but populous city, and the third in rank 
among the ſmall cities that ſend deputies to the 
provincial ſtates. In its neighbourhood grow great 
numbers of juniper. trees. The inhabitants ſub · 
ſiſt chiefly by the herring fiſhery, and by making 
Schoonhoven, at the conflux of the Leck and 
Vlier, about eleven miles from Rotterdam. It 
is well fortified,” has a good harbour, and trade, 
eſpecially in ſalmon, paper, and herrings. The 
- adjacent country may be laid under water.. 


_ Briel, ſituated in the iſland of Voorn, on th 


left-ſide, 'and near the mouth of the Maes. It 
has a good harbour and trade, and is ſtrongly for- 
tified. Here the famous admiral Tromp was born. 
On the ramparts are pleaſant walks of trees. The 
iſland, in which it ſtands, is fruitful in corn, but the 
air is too moiſt. It is the- laſt of the towns in 
South-Holland that ſend deputies to the ſtates; 
and one of thoſe that, in 1585, was mortgaged to 
queen Elizabeth. Of the other towns, the prin-

rp Hague, in Latin Haga Comitis, in French 
La Haye, in Dutch der Haag, or S-Graavenhage, 
i. e. the Earl's Grove or Wood; from the wood

Though it ſends 
no deputies to the ſtates, it is one of the moſt con- 

i ſiderable 
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ſiderable towns in Holland, pleaſantly ſituated, and 
exceeding beautiful. The inhabitants alſo breathe 


a better air than thoſe of the other cities, as it 


ſtands on a dry ſoil, ſomewhat higher than the reſt 


of the country. It has no gates or walls, but is 
ſurrounded by a moat, over which there are man 
draw-bridges. Two hours are required to wal 


round it, and it contains about forty or fifty thou» | 


ſand fouls. It is a place of much ſplendor and bu- 


ſineſs, being the ſeat of the high colleges of the 


republic and province of Holland, and the reſi - 


dence of the ſtadtholder, and foreign ambaſſadors; 
and there are a great many fine ſtreets and ſquares 
in it. In the Inner-Court all the high colleges and 
courts of juſtice hold their aſſemblies : there alſo 
the foot-guards do duty, as the horſe-guards do in 
the Outer, when the ſtates are ſitting, De Plaats 
is an open aity place, in form of a triangle, adorn- 
ed with neat and beautiful buildings: the Vyver.
